The prosecution tes- 
tified that the bicycle was dragged 54 
feet and that marks showed that the 
girl was riding on the extreme right 
of the road when hit. 

Yesterday Levi came to the Newton 
court and withdrew his appeal. He 
was given until September 26 to pay 
the fine.

Portable School 
Not To Be Used 


Tlie plan to use a portable school 
building as a temporary library on 
the lot at the corner of Walnut at. and 
Highland ave., Newtonville has been 
abandoned.

Aged Auburndale Newton Boy Scouts 
Couple Suffocated Going To Camp 


Mr. and Mrs. Frank M. Glazier of 
227 Melrose st., Auburndule, were 
suffocated Monday night in their home 
by carbon monoxide fumes from a gas 
hot-water heater. Tlie heater had ab- 
sorbed the oxygen in tlie room where 
the aged couple were sitting while 
listening to a radio. Mr. Glazier, a re- 
tired Boston & Albany conductor, was 
86 years old. His wife, who had been 
blind for several years, was 85. 

Miss Anna Lowe of 231 Melrose st., 
who had noticed that the Glaziers’ 
radio lmd been going all night, looked 
in the parlor window of the Glaziers’ 
home on Tuesday morning and saw 
the old couple seated in chairs, ap- 
parently lifeless. As the doors of the 
house were locked. Miss Lowe phoned 
to Mrs. Clarence Glazier of 367 Wal- 
tham st., West Newton, a daughter- 
in-law, and the latter telephoned her 
son, Marshall Glazier of Worcester 
st., Wellesley. Marshall Glazier hast- 
ened to ids grandparents’ home, forced 
open the kitchen door and found the 
hot-water heater going. All the win- 
dows on the first floor were closed, 
hut a window in a rooom on the second 
floor was open. Dr. Egon Kattwinkel 
was summoned and he pronounced 
tlie aged couple dead. Medical Exam- 
iner Gallagher reported that the hot- 
water heater had no vent and had 
used up the oxygen in the house. 

Mr. Glazier was horn in Brookline. 
M i*8. Glazier, whose maiden name wi 
Helen M. Bruce, was a native of Sax- 
onville. They had been married 63 
years. They are survived by a son, 
Dr. Clarence M. Glazier of West New- 
ton; a grandson, Marshall A. Glazier 
of Wellesley, and a great-grandson, 
Dean Glazier. Their funeral service 
was held yesterday afternoon at Cen- 
tenary M. E. Church, Auburndale. Rev. 
Mason W. Sharp ofllciated. Interment 
was at Saxonville. 


Former Newton Man 
Robbed of $700

He stated he was hit by 
the side of the automobile and was 
taken to the Newton Hospital for ex- 
amination. The bicycle was owned 
by young Pacitti. The Carpentier 
boy was visiting his aunt, Mrs. Har- 
old DeWolfe. 

Muther reported that he was driv- 
ing along California st. at a reason- 
able rate of speed when the bicycle 
with the three boys on it suddenly 
crossed the road from Victory Field. 
He said he applied the brakes on his 
car as soon as he saw the bicycle, 
but was unable to avoid the collision.

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THE STATE TAX SITUATION 

With the legislative session now a matter of history and 
'.ie fixing of a state tax of ten millions of dollars it is of 
oment to consider the claims already being made by Governor 
urley of his “economical” administration. The Chief Execu-

>wever, does not tell the public how he was able to spend 
:arly ten million dollars more than last year and still retain 
he state tax at the 1935 level of ten millions of dollars. This 
as accomplished by the diversion of various amounts from 
c:veral funds. First $2,800,000 owed to the cities and towns 
oward reimbursement for old age assistance expenditures was 
ansferred to the general fund after long and bitter battle 
i the legislature. Another $800,000 was transferred from a 
:serve fund which the state has heretofore been holding to 
meet claims upon funds and property left by persons with un- 
’ nown heirs. Nearly four millions of dollars more were trans- 
Drred from the gas tax receipts despite the plank ?n the State 
Democratic platform for 1936 loudly proclaiming that this 
money should be used for road purposes only. Estimated 
eceipts were boosted in the past two weeks, despite any real 
Justification for such action, to account for another one and 
one-half millions of dollars. Thus with these calculations the 
tate tax is ten millions of dollars whereas without the trans- 
ers and on the basis of expenditures the right figure should be 
L.bout $17,000,000, the highest in the history of the state. 


MORE REPUBLICAN HARMONY 

Former Mayor Sinclair Weeks of Newton has been chosen by 
he Republican State Committee as its chairman. The selec- 
tion was made only after the seven candidates for state-wide 
offices as endorsed at the pre-primary convention two weeks 
;.go had indicated their approval. Thus Mr. Weeks will play a 
most active part in promoting party harmony and party in- 
. crests. With several years’ service as Mayor and with many 
contacts throughout the stale, Mr. Weeks also has youth, 
.orcefulness, and the personality to accomplish much in his 
new position. There were many supporters of the former 
Mayor who desired to have him become a candidate for Con- 
ress from the ninth district. Having failed to receive the en- 
orsement for the United States Senatorship his entrance into 
the Congressional race might well have been regarded unfavor- 
bly and that he would have been criticized as an “office 
eeker.” As chairman of the State Committee there is every- 
hing to win and little to lose. Ordinarily the position is re- 
arded as the grave of future political aspirations. The situa- 
tion this year, however, is vastly different. With the Repub- 
! can party holding but one major office in this state, that of 
ecretary of State, the recapture of other offices will reflect 
much credit upon the State Committee and its chairman. In the 
vent of a Republican sweep in Massachusetts, which is not far 
beyond the realm of probability and which many claim is clear- 
ly evident, Mr. Weeks will be in a position to demand personal 
.ecognition as a major candidate a few years hence. Mean- 
while the Republican party in Massachusetts moves forward 
in complete harmony.

SCHOOL DAYS By DWIG 
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The fatnl accident on California st., 
Nonantum, last Monday when p. boy 
was killed, again mils attention to the 
fact that tlie continuation of the Met- 
ropolitan Parkway between Watertown 
ami Newtonville should not be along 
California st. where many automobile 
nceidents have occurred. The acci- 
dent also calls attention to tlie dnn- 
gerous practice of more than one boy 
riding on a bicycle. It is hazardous 
enough for one person to be on a 
bicycle in these days of swiftly mov- 
ing automobiles. There should be a 
law to forbid boys (or girls) riding on 
tlie handlebar or frame of a bicycle 
operated by another person. 

A number of persons have spoken to 
us about being approached personally, 
or solicited over the telephone, to pur- 
chase tickets for balls or other activi- 
ties conducted to raise funds for such 
objects as defraying expenses to con- 
ventions or purchasing uniforms. Such 
asking of money from the public has 
been worked into a lucrative business 
by individuals who get a lnrge cut 
from what they obtain from the easy 
marks. During such a period as this 
country has been through for the past 
seven or eight years, with millions of 
persons in want and on public relief, 
it seems that individuals or organiza- 
tions seeking contributions for non- 
essentials or luxuries have little pride, 
or appreciation of the fitness of things. 


The problem of providing parking 
facilities for the many cars owned by 
employees of the Raytheon Company 
at Nonantum is still unsolved. This 
company is one of the largest manu- 
facturers of tubes for radio sets in the 
United States. For several years past 
it has been a valuable asset to New- 
ton and vicinity by giving employment 
to hundreds of young women ami girls. 
It is entitled to reasonable coopera- 
tion from the city. Parking of auto- 
mobiles was stopped some time ago 
on both sides of Chapel st. Recently 
parking was stopped on California st. 
between Chapel and Bridge sts. One 
result has been that Dalby st. is being 
used as a parking space by employees 
of the Raytheon Company. It is a nar- 
row st., entirely residential and many 
small children reside on it. Dalby st. 
people are properly protesting against 
this condition. Parking should be per- 
mitted on one side of Chapel st. and 
to a reasonable degree on California 
st., which is the widest highway in 
the vicinity. We have been informed 
that the owner of a large, vacant lot 
of land on Chapel st.. opposite :he fac- 
tory. offered to rent parking space on 
this lot to the employees at a w 
cents a week, but that his offe was 
not accepted. Tlie refusal to accept 
this opportunity to obtain parking fa- 
cilities at practically no cost makes 
Nonantum residents less sympathetic 
for tlie owners of tlie parked cars 
which are cluttering Dalby and other 
streets. 

Once again the Massachusetts Leg- 
islature has voted to divert millions 
of dollars of the money raised by tlie 
tax on gasoline from the highway 
fund for which this tax was created, 
to the general fund. The vast army 
of automobile owners in Massachu- 
setts certainly are docile. For sev- 
eral years past they have permitted 
the imposition of a heavy tax, os- 
tensibly for construction and main- 
tenance of highways, but which has 
been used in large part for other 
public expenses; much of these ex- 


penses being the result of wasteful, 
political chiselling. Most owners of 
automobiles do not take the trouble 
to figure out what the gasoline tax 
costs them. A person owning a car 
which travels 15,000 miles per year 
and averages 12 miles to the gallon, 
pnys $50 in gnsollne taxes. An owner 
of a smaller car which averages 15 
miles to the gnllon, pays $40. Per- 
sons operating cars 20,000 miles per 
yenr pay $67 nnd $53 on the samo 
basis. Owners of trucks are under 
far greater expense. Add to this 
form of taxation the stiff rates one 
must pny for compulsory liability in- 
surance, plus property damage in- 
surance. the excise tax on motor ve- 
hicles, license and registration fees, 
and the contributions automobile own- 
ers are forced to pay become some 
burden. It’s about time the worms 
turned. 


Now that both major political par- 
ties have held their conventions and 
promulgated platforms, we can expect 
to read and hear during the next 
several months oodles about preda- 
tory wealth, monopolies, socialism, 
communism, the gold standard, in- 
flation and the other things which 
are matters of controversy. It has 
been our personal belief through the 
years that changes should be made 
in our political and economic struc- 
tures to synchronize with the changes 
which have occurred in our produc- 
tive system and which caused new 
situations in modern civilization. The 
transition from hand labor to the 
machine age, the revolution in trans- 
portation, created new problems for 
which adequate provisions were not 
made. The world has been paying 
tlie penalty in the muddle which has 
been experienced for the past seven 
years. 

Changes from the old order of 
things have been made and more must 
be made. Millions of persons are 
without gainful employment and will 
continue to be. They must receive 
aid. But, the methods of applying 
public relief which have been in op- 
eration the past few years cannot 
continue much longer or this coun- 
try will go Into financial and moral 
bankruptcy. Much of the billions 
which have been spent through our 
Federal relief agencies have been 
wasted. We havo seen honest men 
and women, willing to work, and 
with families dependent upon them, 
begging to receive the hare neces- 
saries of life. We have seen them 
trying to struggle along with lim- 
ited food doles distributed by cities 
after the recipients had to submit to 
humiliating red-tape. We have seen 
deserving men attempting vainly to 
support their families on $12 weekly 
allotments from the ERA and the 
WPA. And we have seen youths and 
young women without anyone depend- 
ing on them getting double this 
amount and more from these same 
agencies. We have seen men and 
women with political influence re- 
ceiving larger salaries from Federal 
relief agencies than they ever ob- 
tained in private employment. This 
condition of things is fine for those 
who have been and are faring well at 
public expense. It Is far from sat- 
isfactory to those on relief who are 
getting only the crusts. It is also 
far from satisfactory to those who 
are not on relief, or who do not 
draw r good wages or salaries by hold- 
ing government sinecures. Such peo- 
ple wonder how much longer they 
can carry the burden.

James Robblee, 36. of 288 Newton- 
ville ave., Newtonville. was fatally in- 
jured shortly before midnight on July 
2nd, when he was hit while crossing 
Washington st. near Harvard st., 
Newtonville, by an automobile oper- 
ated by Arnold B. Davis, 21, of 35 Pul- 
sifer st., Newtonville. Davis, a rod- 
man employed by the Newton City 
Engineering Department, reported to 
the police that he was traveling at a 
speed of between 30 and 35 miles an 
hour and did not see Robblee until 
the car was only about 10 feet from I 
the man. Robblee was lilt with such 
force by the left side of the car that 
the headlight was broken and the hood 
of the car badly dented. Davis, as- 
sisted by Ralph Huston of Court st., 
Newtonville. and William Nourse. Jr., 
of Foster st., Brighton, placed Robb- 
lee in the car and rushed him to the 
Newton Hospital. 

At the hospital it was found that 
Robblee had received a fractured 
skull, fracture^ right leg and internal 
injuries. Thq. leg was so badly 
mashed that i>. Lewis Pilcher had t « * 
amputate it. Dr. Pilcher asked police 
headquarters to get volunteers for 
blood transfusions und Patrolmen Con 
Dwyer, Lawrence O’Donnell and Wil- 
liam Whelan went to the hospital and 
gave their blood in vain efforts to save 
Robblee who died at the hospital Sat- 
urday noontime. 

Robblee was born in West Newton, 
the son of William W. and Jennie 
(Hughes) Robblee. He was employed 
as a knitter at the Security Mills, 
Monroe st., Newtonville. He is sur- 
vived by his widow. Mrs. May (Busby) 
Robblee: six children, the oldest 15 
and the youngest 8 years of age; his 
parents: three brothers. William J.. 
Alfred J.. and Harold F. Robblee, all 
of West Newton, and a sister. Mrs. 
Rose McDonald, of Cambridge. His 
funeral service was held at Our Lady’s 
Church. Newton, on Tuesday morning 
at 9 o’clock. Burial was in Calvary 
Cemetery, Waltham. 

Davis was arraigned in the Newton 
court on Tuesday morning before 
Judge Crafts of Waltham on charges 
of manslaughter and driving so as to 
endanger the lives and safety of the 
public. On request of his counsel the 
case was continued to July 21. An ex- 
amination of the car showed that the 
brakes were in good condition. Tire 
marks on the street showed that the 
car had traveled 94 feet after the 
brakes had been applied.

Lively Arguments Feature 
Altlermanic Hearing On 
Access to Buswell Land 


Petitioner’s Lawyer Quotes Old Statutes To Obtain Land By 
Eminent Domain 


A hearing before the Newton Board 
of Aldermen on Monday night on the 
j*etition of Daniel F. Cetrone of 44 
Clinton st. tor the laying out and 
acceptance of a street leading from 
Centre st.. about opposite Bennington 
st., Newton into back land at th 
of Franklin st.. produced some acri- 
monious remarks by counsel on both 
sides and the injection of a letter 
by John Finelli. Arthur W. Blake- 
more. counsel for Cetrone. and a past 
president of the Newton Board of Al- 

, 

dating back to 1786. 

Mr. Cetrone. who is a builder, de- 
sires to lay out a street which will 
afford access to land on which he 
desires to build a number of houses. 
It is proposed to call the short street 
Buswell Park. Mr. Blakemore ex- 
plained that in 1865 George E. Alden. 
the then owner of the land, bought 
a 20 foot strip of land which led 
out to Centre st. for use as an en- 
trance to the property. In 1889 the 
land, together with the right of way. 
vas purchased by Charles H Bus- 
well of 292 Franklin st. The Bus- 
v ell family had held the land for 
40 years, paying taxes on $5000 as- 
sessed valuation. The land. Mr. 
Blakemore said, has been used by ihe 
children of the neighborhood as a 
playground. Last year it was pur 
chased by Cetrone and he filed a peti- 
tion in April. 1935 asking that the 
street he laid out and accepted. No 
attention was paid to this petition 
by the 1935 Board of Aldermen, ac- 
cording to Mr. Blakemore. Early this 
year the Planning Board was asked 
to recommend the acceptance of the 


proposed street on the contention that 
any_ private way laid out prior to 
1875 could be accepted even though 
but 20 feet wide. In April of this 
year the Planning Board recommend- 
ed the acceptance of the street, but 
specified that it should be 40 feet 
wide. 

Mr Blakemore told the Aldermen 
that he discovered a statute passed 
in 1786 and amended in 1918 which 
permits cities or towns to take by 
right of eminent domain land for the 
purpose of giving owners of back land 
a right of way to and from their 
property. He said that although the 
original law had specified that th*» 
city or town must assume the cost of 
the taking, the amendment permits 
the owner of the property desiring 
the right of way to pay the cost. He 
stated that Mr. Cetrone has the land 
on his hands, is paying taxes on it. 
and should be given the opportunity 
to develop it. 

He stressed the fact that for more 
than a year after Cetrone had peti- 
tioned the City Government for the 
laying out ot the street, no action 
had been taken on the petition. 

Mr. Blakemore said it has been sug- 
gested that a street be built from 
the property in question either to 
Franklin street or Hyde avenue. He 
said this is not practical because it 
would involve the tearing down of 
houses at prohibitive cost. He said 
every effort has been made to make 
an amicable adjustment with Thomas 
F. Murray of 5S4 Centre st.. adjoin- 
ing the private way from Centre st. 
to the Cetrone land, but that Murray

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JOHN W. HAIGIS — A WORTHY CANDIDATE 

Since the endorsement of John W. Haigis as the party can- 
didate for Governor by the Republican pre-primary convention 
there has been a growing interest in the popular figure from 
the western part of the state. John Haigis was left an orphan 
in his early teens and by his own initiative and ingenuity be- 
came one of the most successful newspaper publishers of a 
small city in recent times. Starting as a newsboy he advanced 
through the various stages of a newspaper training to become 
the editor and publisher of a growing weekly publication. With 
the growth of his city he founded a daily which is regarded as 
one of the most successful in the state. As a young man. Mr. 
Haigis also became a town official, being elected town treas- 
urer while in his early twenties. Subsequently he served in 
the Massachusetts Legislature and later as State Treasurer. 
From this latter office he retired at the end of his term upon 
his own volition and devoted his time to business interests. Two 
years ago he sought the office of Lieutenant Governor and 
was among those candidates who succumbed in the Democratic 
landslide. Although defeated he led all other Republican can- 
didates for state-wide office, a fact which is due largely to his 
personal popularity. Our first contact with the Republican can- 
didate for governor was some fifteen years ago and we have 
watched his career with interest and admiration. Oratorical 
ability has ever been regarded as one of the most essential 
assets of a political candidate but John Haigis more than makes 
up for his shortcomings in this respect by the warmth of his 
personality, the sincerity of his friendliness and the idealism of 
his purposes. It not only is a pleasure but a privilege for any 
high-minded person to support earnestly and to work diligently 
for the election of John W. Haigis as Governor of Massachu- 
setts to the end that good government may prevail. 


HARDWARE STORES LEAD THE WAY 

Time was when retail merchants in the various Newtons did 
a considerable volume of business late Saturday afternoons and 
evenings. With the advent of the automobile and the in- 
creasing exodus of residents from the city upon week-end trips 
this source of revenue dwindled rapidly. Particularly, was this 
situation true in the summer months. The announcement of 
the three hardware concerns at Newton Corner that they would 
close at six o’clock on Saturday evenings during July and 
August means the recognition of these conditions. It further 
means recognition of the services of the employees of these 
concerns whose leisure hours are few, as in most other retail 
stores. The Saturday evening closing will inconvenience the 
public but little and it will soon become an accepted fact. In 
the near future other retail merchants who are facing similar 
conditions will doubtless follow the example being set by the 
hardware concerns in Newton Corner. 


' NEWTON IN THE PAST 

We received a telephone call this week from a member of an 
old Newton family telling us how much they enjoyed the 
column entitled “Newton In The Past , which has been a reg- 
ular feature on this page for nearly a year. The column re- 
calls old scenes and familiar incidents of long ago which have 
been forgotten in the present-day rush of events. For this reason 
it is particularly pleasing to long-time residents of the city. 

The column should be of nearly equal interest to newer resi- 
dents of Newton. Although it cannot turn back the hands of 
time nor can it recall to mind faded pictures of Newton as 
it used to be to these people, it should acquaint them more 
fully with the traditions which are the background of any com- 
munity. Upon these traditions the city of Newton has built a 
foundation which is the keystone of its standing among the 
cities of similar size in the state and in the nation. 


60 YEARS AGO 

Newton Republican. July 10, 1874 

Not one arrest was made on July 
4th in any part of the City of New- 
ton. A pood record for our law abid- 
ing city. 

The time has come according to the 
Statutes of the Commonwealth which 
requires all clops to he killed which 
are not licensed and collared. The 
executive warrant orderinp this work 
to be done in Newton has been Is- 
sued. Owners who have not already 
secured licenses may possibly save 
their dops by immediate attention at 
the office of the City Clerk.

I Powers’ Paragraphs 


We have called attention a number 
of times during the past few’ years to 
the need of motorcycle policemen on 
Washington st. during both day and 
night hours. We repeat the fnct thnt 
for a number of years there were 
eight Newton policemen assigned to 
motorcycles during the months of the 
year when motor vehicle traffic is 
heavy. Four of those traffic officers 
were on duty during daylight hours. 
The other four were on duty nights. 
Several years ago the motorcycle 
sqund was practically abolished and 
for most of the time since, only two 
members of the Newton police force 
have been operating motorcycles; both 
during the daytime. 

Police departments exist to protect 
life and property. Life is more impor- 
tant than property, or should be. If a 
murder is committed there is great 
ado and policemen snap into unusual 
activity. Murders in Newton have 
been very few. But. in Newton, as 
elsewhere, there has been an increas- 
ing number of deaths caused by au- 
tomobile accidents. A man killed by 
an automobile is just as dead as 
though killed by a bullet. And he is 
just ns great a loss to those depend- 
ent on him. Washington st. between 
Newton Corner and West Newton lias 
been a speedway since the street was 
improved. A number of pedestrians 
have been killed on this street in re- 
cent years by automobiles. Within 
a few months two men have been 
killed at almost the same spot near 
the Harvard street bridge at Newton- 
vllle. How many more persons will 
have to be killed on Washington st., 
the Worcester turnpike and other 
streets in Newton before more police- 
men are assigned to motorcycles in 
this city? Mayor Childs should give 
more attention to this side of New- 
ton’s police problems. If more men 
are needed on the police force to pro- 
vide motorcycle patrolmen, the Mayor 
should recommend an appropriation 
for such additional policemen and the 
Aldermen should accept his recom- 
mendation. Nine persons have died in 
Newton so far this year because of 
automobile accidents. This city 
spends plenty of money for less essen- 
tial purposes than saving further 
deaths of men. women and children, 
victims of speeding and reckless op- 
eration of motor vehicles. Pedestrians 
crossing Washington st. do so at the 
peril of their lives. 


The financial advantage of multiple 
births as exemplified by the Dionne 
quintuplets Is having peculiar results. 
Two men In Florida claim to bo the 
father of triplets bom to a young 
woman in that State and one lias 
taken legal action to prove his claim 
Heretofore the mnles of the specie 
would try to avoid such a responsible 
tv or culpability. 


On the afternoon of July 4th wo 
drove to Prospect Hill in Harvard to 
enjoy the panorama across the Nas- 
hua River valley as seen from that 
height. Returning through Roxborough 
shortly before 6 o’clock we heard the 
ringing of a bell. At first we thought 
the bell was being rung at some farm 
house as a supper-time call. Then we 
passed a little Colonial church set 
hack from the road. No one was in 
sight, but some patriot was tolling the 
old hell in honor of Independence 
Day. just as it had been tolled for 
the past century and a half in that 
sparsely-settled old Middlesex County 
town with a population of 312. And 
we could not help but think of the 
difference in the observance of July 
4th in Roxborough and the hectic, 
nerve-wracking manner in which In- 
dependence Day Is celebrated in more 
populous communities. Roxborough, 
which has receded since the time of 
the Revolution, which like many oth- 
er New England towns has less popu- 
lation than when it furnished its quota 
of men at the first battle for Ameri- 
can liberty in Concord, still pursues 
its peaceful, quiet life. It does not 
suffer by comparison, however, in the 
old-fashioned way in which it honors 
July 4th. 


For the first time In years that an- 
nual baseball classic, the game be- 
tween the all stars of the National 
and American Leagues, was played on 
Tuesday at the National League 
grounds in Boston. And instead of 
the capacity attendance of 45,000 
which was expected In what was for- 
merly the outstanding basebull city of 
this country, only 25,000 persons paid 
to see the game. The clean sport of 
professional baseball, heretofore 
known as the national game, has 
lost prestige because of the introduc- 
tion of legalized gambling. The pres- 
ent generation instead of spending 50c 
or $1 to see a good baseball game is 
giving its time and money to attend 
horse races and dog races, with gam- 
bling as the lure. This change does 
not augur well for the future of the 
U. S. A. 


The Almighty is doing a much more 
thorough job in restricting the food 
crops of the country than did Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and Ills brain trust 
through the A. A. A. and other agen 
vies. If those large areas in the 
West, which have been rendered bar 
ren by long droughts the past few 
years, will become desert wastes as 
Secretary of Agriculture Wallace 
fears, perhaps the thousands of de- 
serted New England farms which have 
reverted to woodland will again be 
cleared and tilled. 


When one has lived a half century 
and has had plenty of opportunities 
to observe various types of men and 
women, one wonders how a person of 
better than ordinary intelligence will 
give more consideration to syco- 
phants than lie gives to sincere, faith- 
ful subordinates. It would seem that 
a man who really possessed executive 
ability could not he hoodwinked by 
persons with x a proclivity for con- 
demnation of others and self-lauda- 
tion; individuals with a propensity for 
carrying tales intended to discredit 
fellow workers.

The youngest son of \V. A. Weth- 
erhee of Washington st. was badly 
burned by a premature explosion of a 
cannon on July 4th. One of his eyes 
was seriously injured but it is hoped 
he will not lose the sight of it. 


The permanent employees of the 
fire department and the laborers in 
the street and water departments wili 
be paid weekly instead of monthly un- 
der the new rule. Salaried officials 
will be paid monthly as before, most 
of them preferring this method. The 
teachers prefer the monthly method 
and will continue to be paid this way. 


The celebration of July 4th began 
promptly at 12 a. m. Monday and 
there was little sleep after that un- 
til daylight. Tin horns, firecrackers, 
pistols and bell ringing ushered in the 
day. Lawns about the city bore evi- 
dence to the fact that the boys had 
been out all night. Signs were taken 
from their proper places and placed 
in ludicrous positions; old family man- 
sions were announced to he for sale 
for the first time in their history. 
Lawn chairs and settees put where 
their owners least wanted them. But, 
it was a glorious Fourth and every- 
one took it goodnaturedly although 
real estate men had a busy time look- 
ing up their signs.

Newton High’s latest and greatest 
track luminary, Warren Wittens, cul- 
minated a remarkable season on the 
cinders by winning tbe national A. A. 
U. junior low hurdles championship 
last Friday at Palmer Stadium, 
Princeton, N. J. He followed up this 
performance by placing fourth in the 
senior A. A. U. 200-metre lows on Sat- 
urday. Competing with club and col- 
lege stars who hud been attracted to 
the meet as a setting-up exercise for 
the Olympic team trials, the Newton 
schoolboy turned In a magnificent 
pair of races. 

Wittens was not sent to the meet 
by the New England A. A. U., despite 
the fact that ho broke the New Eng- 
land record in the 200-metre low hur- 
dles three weeks ago. He traveled 
to Princeton by automobile with Paul 
Forte, Newton High’s captain-elect 
of track and state sprint champion. 
Both entered the junior champion- 
ships, for which all are eligible who 
have not won a national or a major 
sectional title. 

Late Entry In Senior Meet 

Wittens ran the final of the junior 
200-metre lows in 24.2 s, defeating Al 
Hakanson of Northeastern Universi- 
ty, Gilder Farrow of Asbury Park, N, 

J. , and Jack Kramp of the New 
York A. C. Forte was out of the run- 
ning in the 100-metre dash, finding 
the field too fast for his liking. 

Botli Forte and Wittens travelled to 
Philadelphia after the meet to stay 
with Forte’s relatives in that city. 
Meanwhile, Lawson Robertson. Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania and U. S. 
Olympic head trnck coach, who is to 
guide the Wittens track career for 
the next four years, made the Newton 
High lad a post entry in the senior 
championships of Saturday. It was 
only when the boys returned to 
watch the senior meet the next day 
that Wittens learned he was entered 
in the senior 200-metres hurdles. 

Milt Green in Two Events 

Milton Green, another former New- 
ton High captain and leader of the 
Harvard track team, won the first 
hurdles heat in 24.9 s, leading Ham- 
ilton Hucker, I. C. 4A champion. J. 

K. Lattimer of the New York A. C. 
ran the second heut in 24.5 s, trailed 
by Wittens and F. X Cretzmeyer, Jr„ 
of Iowa. In the final, Hucker won In 
23.8 s, with Milt Green second, Lat- 
timer third, Wittens fourth and Cretz- 
meyer fifth. Cretzmeyer, incidentally, 
was runner-up to Jesse Owens at this 
distance in the Big Ten conference 
meeting this year. 

Don Enoch, Newton High track 
coach, was delighted at the showing 
made by his protege at Princeton, and 
saw in the result another added proof 
that Wittens should have got credit 
for a world record of 13.7 seconds In 
the 120-yard lows In the state meet. 
This remarkable time, as well as 
Forte’s 9.9 seconds in the century, was 
discounted by the referee as made with 
a following breeze. “They believe 
that if a hoy runs a race in world 
record time that it just can't be so, 
but Wittens has proved conclusively 
week after week that it was so.” 
Except for the Worcester Interscholas- 
tics, every meet on Newton High’s 
schedule was the scene of a record 
breaking feat by Wittens. Coach 
Enoch shares the general opinion that 
catcli-as-catch-cnn officiating has been 
a hindrance to Newton track meets. 

Milt Green, who passed up the 
Olympic trials in favor of the A. A. U. 
championships, placed third in the 
broad jump with a mark of 24 ft. 
9 5-8 In. Jesse Owens went 26 ft. 
3 in. and Hermit King of Kansas S. 
T. C. was second at 25 ft. 5 in. Green’s 
decision to forego the Olympic games 
is a keen disappointment to his 
friends, for the great Harvard cap- 
tain was almost a certain bet for the 
Olympic team.

Hearing on 

Buswell Property 

(Continued from Pago 1) 

asked $5000 for the strip of land 
which would be taken from him, and 
had stirred up neighbors against the 
petition. Blakemore explained that 
Cetrone is willing to pay a fair price 
for land taken from Murray and will 
also properly grade Murray’s property 
adjoining the proposed street. He said 
that Cetrone intends to build 8 or 
10 small, attractive houses which 
are badly needed In Newton. Tho 
construction of these houses would 
give work to Newton men and add to 
the tax revenues. 

Blakemore commented that if his 
client were an aristocrat from West 
Newton Hill or Chestnut Hill the peti- 
tion would be deemed a good thing, 
but because Cetrone is an Italian, 
objections are being raised. He said 
that when most of the Northern 
world was under civilized government 
of Italians, his Anglo-Saxon ances- 
tors were living in huts. Mr. Blake- 
more read a letter from Carlos Pierce 
which stated that he would have the 
exclusive right to sell the houses 
which Mr. Cetrone might build and that 
sales would be restricted to desirable 
purchasers. He asked the Board to 
make a speedy decision on the mat- 
ter so that his client can take pro- 
per steps in case of adverse action 
by the Aldermen. 

Alderman Melcher asked Mr. Blake- 
more why Mr. Buswell bought tho 
hack land over 40 years ago when he 
had a good frontage on Franklin st. 
Blakemore answered that the land 
was bought at that time because of 
the proposal to build two-family 
houses on the land. 

Richard W. Hale of Dover appeared 
as counsel for Thomas F. Murray and 
objected to Cetrone’s petition. He 
said he would he sorry to believe 
that in Newton it makes any differ- 
once what a man’s race or religion 
is. He said that his client is a Scotch- 
man, but when he came to Newton he 
was told he was an Irishman and 
that he was not wanted. Mr, Hale 
challenged Mr. Blakemore to read 
two letters which had passed be- 
tween him and Mr. Murray. He said 
the Buswell property 1ms a frontage 
of 107 feet on Franklin st., with 67 
feet open space on the right, the same 
space that would be left for Mr. Mur- 


ray’s frontage if land is taken from 
him to build a 40 foot street. He 
said tile Buswell family could use this 
67 feet If they had desired to de- 
velop the back land. Mr. Hale was 
In error as regards the width of the 
open space. Measurements taken by 
tho City Engineer show that the 
wldost space between the Buswell 
house and the next property line is 
32 feet, that there is but 25 feet be- 
tween the Buswell house and the 
next house on one side; and 45 feet 
between it and the next house on 
the other side. 

Mr. Hale said that the old statute 
Mr. Rlakemore hnd stirred up was 
enacted to provide access to wood lots 
in rural regions, but was not Intend- 
ed for use in urban communities. He 
said the deed of sale from the Bus- 
wells to Cetrone showed that the lat- 
ter might expect trouble In obtain- 
ing entrance and egress for the land 
he purchased and that the zoning law 
might create difficulties. Hale said 
the strip of land Is not a street as 
defined by the zoning law. He said 
some beautiful trees would have to 
be cut down If the proposed street Is 
laid out, and litigation might result 
if these trees are destroyed without 
the consent of all three owners of 
abutting properties. Mr. Hale argued 
that it would he violating the Con- 
stitutional rights of Mr. Murray and 
Mr. Warren (the other abuttor) to 
construct the street against their pro- 
tests. 

Walter D. Warren of 594 Centre st. 
said the line of a 40 foot street would 
come within 7 feet of his piazza. He 
criticised the bringing in of a race 
Issue. John Finelll of Ashmont ave., 
Newtonville. a lawyer who was pres- 
ent at City Hall appearing for a client 
In connection with zoning changes in 
Nonantum, then arose and read a let- 
ter he received about a month ago 
from David Cornell who is serving 
a 15 to 18 years term in the Norfolk 
Prison Colony. The letter had no 
connection with the matter be- 
fore the Board, but Finelli was al- 
lowed to read it. It concerned a mur- 
derous assault made on Finelli by 
Cornell three years ago and for which 
he is serving the long prison term. 
The letter asked Finelli’s forgiveness 
and assistance in obtaining freedom 
for Cornell. 

The petition of Cetrone was referred 
to the Committee on Claims and 
Rules.

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THE SENATORIAL SITUATION 


Henry Cabot Lodge 2nd will be the Republican nominee for 
the United States Senate in the coming election this fall. En- 
dorsed by the Republican pre-primary convention last month 
over ex-Mayor Sinclair Weeks of Newton, the grandson of the 
famous statesman of the same name is the youngest candidate 
on the Republican ticket for state wide balloting. The Demo- 
cratic opponent of Mr. Lodge, who has sat for the past four 
years as a Representative in the Massachusetts legislature, is 
not definitely a certainty. Governor James M. Curley received 
the endorsement of the Democratic pre-primary convention by 
acclamation and in view of his position, his strength in the 
Democratic party, and his endorsement of the New Deal is gen- 
erally regarded as the probable nominee. He will be opposed 
for the nomination by Mayor Mansfield of Boston, a bitter 
political enemy of the Governor and a strong vote-getter in 
his own right. Whether or not Senator Marcus G. Coolidge 
will be a candidate for re-election or will endorse Mayor Mans- 
field is uncertain at the present moment. There is also the 
possibility of the entrance of Lieutenant Governor Hurley into 
the field as a candidate endorsed by the National Union of 
Social Justice. Other candidates are also mentioned frequently. 

One of the many indications of the trend in the coming elec- 
tion is the fact that some Democrats who formerly supported 
the Governor are stating that they will vote for Lodge. In ad- 
dition Lodge will undoubtedly have the support of many of the 
so-called younger voters in the state. Unquestionably his name 
is a distinct asset to him among the older voters in Massachu- 
setts and this fact is already causing his opponents to claim that 
he is seeking the office upon his grandfather’s reputation. They 
overlook the fact that Mr. Lodge has been campaigning from 
one end of the state to the other since last October. He has met 
people in all walks of life. He has made a most favorable 
impression upon them, not as a grandson of the former states- 
man, but in his own right. He has in the past fifteen years had 
a wide and varied training through his work as a press corre- 
spondent in Washington, a foreign correspondent across the 
water, and through his legislative experience on important 
committees, including the chairmanship of that dealing with 
labor and industrial legislation. Henry Cabot Lodge, 2nd, is a 
candidate worth knowing, worth* supporting, and his election 
will reflect favorably upon Massachusetts. 


A NEEDLESS HINDRANCE 


The installation of traffic signals on Washington street at the 
intersection of Adams street should materially assist in reduc- 
ing the speed of traffic at this point. The wide and smooth- 
surfaced street has been an invitation to motorists to generally 


increase their speed, making for dangerous conditions. Pedes- 
trians frequently have found considerable difficulty in crossing 
and the new signals installed here should be of great benefit in 
this respect. A pedestrian wishing to cross need only to press 
a button on the side of the traffic light and in a few seconds 
the red and yellow lights are showing. There are many of 
these lights in operation throughout the state and they are 
considered generally satisfactory at certain locations. Last 
night, however, as we were traveling along Washington street 
a group of young boys were fooling with the control lights with 
no apparent purpose other than to needlessly hinder the 
passing motorists. This is one practice which should be im- 
mediately stopped by proper po+ice supervision and we have 
little doubt but what such steps will be taken. Proper control 
of traffic is never disliked by the safety-minded motorist, but 


needless hindrance of traffic becomes most annoying.

GLASS JARS NEEDED 

To the Editor: 

Have your readers any unused glass 
jars for canning stored away? There 
is a real need for all available, usable 
jars in farm kitchens throughout Mid- 
dlesex County. 

As a step toward lower cosh living 
expenses, farm families have been 
urged to grow home gardens to eat 
fresh in season, to store and to can 
for winter use. Many of these fami- 
lies now haveThe garden produce but 
have neither jars for canning nor 
money to buy them. 

The T.’s live on a 6-acre farm with 
their six children ranging from 12 to 
4 years of age. Income has been in- 
sufficient in the post and welfare as- 
sistance hns been given. Mr. T. now' 
has a farming program under way 
which should eventually support his 
family. A cow. some poultry and gar- 
den produce will provide food as w'ell 
as a surplus to sell. Outside work 
for Mr. T. increases the income to a 
point of meeting minimum living ex- 
penses. There is no money to buy 
the additional 200 quart jars needl'd 
for the winter’s canned vegetable sup- 
ply. If jars can be provided the gar- 
den surplus will be saved, an impor- 
tant pnrt of the diet assured and the 
yearly food cost notably reduced. The 
T.’s may keep off welfare. 

Dozens of farm families need hun- 
dreds of jars. Donations will he glad- 
lv collected. Call Middlesex 0359-W 
(evenings after 5:30, mornings before 
8 ).

"Constitution” be removed from Bos- 
ton to Washington, where the ship 
will become part of a permanent his- 
torical exhibit, together with several 
other famous, old naval boats. Some 
New Englanders are strongly object- 
ing to this proposal. There is a sim- 
ple solution to this matter. Have a 
replica of the “Constitution” con- 
structed as a WPA project, and use 
this duplicate as the Washington ex- 
hibit. There would he almost as much 
of the original "Constitution” in the 
replica as there is in the alleged 
"Constitution” now at the Charles- 
town Navy Yard. The various re- 
buildings of the old frigate left only 
about as much of the original warship 
as would build a catboat. 


Some of our outstanding ladies in 
public life are quite unconventional. 
Despite the fact that she is married 
and the mother of a daughter growing 
to young womanhood, Mrs. Paul Wil- 
son chooses to continue to he officially 
known as Miss Frances Perkins. Now, 
according to newspaper reports. Mrs. 
Ruth Bryan Owen Rohde, for whom 
life has begun at 50 for the third time, 
matrimonially, states she will continue 
to he known officially as Ruth Bryan 
Owen, using the name of her deceased 
husband. 


If you want to see a demonstration 
of the "work and wages" program fos- 
tered by Governor Curley, an activity 
that lias been and is being financed by 
millions of dollars taken from taxpay- 
ers of Massachusetts, ride along the 
new cement highway between Cam- 
bridge and Concord. The land along 
this highway between Lexington and 
Concord is being landscaped and a 
large number of men are supposed to 
he employed on this project. You will 
observe scores of men who are draw- 
ing wages. Notice how many of them 
are working. 


A gentleman who has resided in 
Newton for about 20 years has placed 
his home on the market. When lie 
purchased the property the neighbor- 
hood was composed mostly of large 
estates and provided the quiet attrac- 
tiveness this man and his wife de- 
sired. The big estates have been 
subdivided in the past few years and 
many houses built upon them. In the 
trend of suburban development near 
Boston this was to have been expect- 
ed. But, what our friend objects to is 
— that even on Sundays the former 
calm of the neighborhood is disturbed 
by market trucks delivering food to 
nearby residences. This is a direct 
violation of the law and should not 
be permitted. It is up to the Newton 
police to stop markets or other places 
of business from sending trucks into 
Newton on Sundays to deliver mer- 
chandise. 

The rezoning of a large part of the 
Nouuntum district from manufacturing 
zone to business and general residence 
zones lias been accomplished, Mayor 
Childs having approved the action 
taken by the Board of Aldermen at 
its meeting on July 6. When the zon- 
ing ordinance went into effect in New- 
ton in 1922, all of the Nonantum dis- 
trict, with the exception of the area 
hounded by Pearl and Watertown sts., 
and Jackson rd., was placed in a 
manufacturing zone. As much of 
Nonantum is composed of neighbor- 
hoods developed entirely for residen- 
tial purposes, the Newton Planning 
Board a couple of years ago gave con- 
sideration to the protection of these 
hundreds of little homes from manu-

The employees of tlie Street, For- 
estry and Sewer Departments stopped 
work at noon on Tuesduy because of 
the extreme heat. The temperuture 


facturing or business intrusion which 
would have greatly lessened the 
values of these residences and Inter- 
fered with the peace and comfort of 
those owning and occupying them. This 
yenr Alderman Rawson, chairman of 
the Claims and Rules Committee, de- 
termined to endenvor to bring about 
the zoning changes which would pro- 
tect the Nonantum residential areas 
A public meeting was held at Nonan- 
tum and hearings were held at City 
Hall on this matter. Sections already 
developed for manufacturing pur- 
poses were left unchanged. Land 
along Watertown, Adams and other 
streets where business has been es- 
tablished were changed from manufac- 
turing to business zones. The Claims 
and Rules Committee endeavored to 
be fair by recognizing the objections 
against zone changes of tlie compara- 
tively few owners who desired their 
properties to remain either in a man- 
ufacturing or business zone. The zon- 
ing change was favored bv most per- 
sons conversant with Nonantum nf- 
fnirs and interested in its future, in- 
cluding the clergy of that district. A 
motion was made to authorize the zon- 
ing changes at the meeting of the 
Board of Aldermen on June 15th, hut 
because of objections made by Alder- 
man Akins, of Ward 1, action was de- 
ferred until the July 6th meeting. 

One important change was made by 
the committee between the June 16th 
and July 6th meetings regarding the 
zoning changes. It had been planned 
to change a parcel of land between 
California st. and the Charles River 
from manufacturing to residence zone. 
This land adjoins a Metropolitan Dis- 
trict parkway reservation and would 
he in the route of the continuation of 
tlie Metropolitan parkway from Wa- 
tertown through Nonantum along the 
Charles River. This land was for- 
merly owned by the United States 
Worsted Company and it was the in- 
tention of Andrew Adie, former head 
of tlie Uswoco Company, to develop it 
in conjunction with his model housing 
plan for Nonantum. When the prop- 
erties of the United States Worsted 
Company were liquidated several years 
ago. the land was purchased by Al- 
phonse Comeau of Belmont. Comeau, 
through his attorney, objected to a 
zoning change on this land and the 
Aldermen yielded to him. This means 
that they have placed a serious ob- 
stacle in tlie routing of the proposed 
Metropolitan parkway along the river 
and may cause it to he routed over 
California st. to create a worse traf- 
fic menace to the people of Nonantum 
than California st. now is. A num- 
ber of fatul automobile accidents have 
already occurred on this street. 

If the people of Nonantum desire to 
appreciate from what undesirable 
manufacturing or business develop- 
ments their homes have been saved, 
they can visit Cross st.. West New- 
ton, near tlie corner of Washington 
st. There in a residential section 
which was unwisely placed in a busi- 
ness zone, a building composed of ce- 
ment block has been partly erected. It 
extends to the street line, juts out 
in front of the homes on Cross st. and 
certainly will not increase the value of 
nearby property. It is being erected 
by Frank Vincenzo of 280 Adams st., 
Newton. Vincenzo, who owns the prop- 
erty at the westerly corner of Cross 
and Washington sts.. laid applied sev- 
eral times during tin past few years 
for a gasoline filling station permit at 
tills locus. He wus consistently turned 
down following protests from residents 
of the neighborhood. Such a building 
can be erected right to tlie street line, 
and covering an entire lot of land in 
any part of tills city zoned for man- 
ufacturing or business purposes.

Tho writer is not an expert on auto- 
mobiles. Hut he has hud some ex- 
1 orlence with them. More properly 
we should say some experiences. It is 
37 years since the writer, us a boy, 
assisted in making horseless car- 
tinges. And 37 years ago automobiles 
vote feu in number, of crude con- 
struction and very uncertain in per- 
formance. In fact, about the only tv 
liable horseless buggy in those days 
was the Stanley Steam Carriage which 
v;.s manufactured in a small factory 
on Maple st.. Newton by the Stanley 
brothers of this city. The Stanley 
Steam Carriage was so superior to the 
horseless buggies of t lie late 90s 
which were propelled by internal com- 
bust ion motors of one or two cylind- 
ers. that it won national fame and 
it. 1S9S tile Locomobile Company of 
America purchased the right to manu- 
facture these carriages from the Stai - 
ley brothers. We went to* work in 
tlie factory on Maple st. several 
months later and continued there un- 
lit tlie Locomobile Company moved the 
business the following year to Bridge- 
i port. 

We distinctly recall the “one lung" 
horseless wagons which noisily chug- 
ged along rough gravel roads. If one 
traveled 25 tulles without motor or 
tire trouble 35 years ago, one bragged 
about it. We remember the friction 
(hive automobiles made by Met?, in 
Waltham which would have revolu- 
tionized motor car manufacturing ex- 
cept that the disc wheels which con- 
tacted with the drive wheel became

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Driver of Car In 
Fatal Accident 

Fined $50 


Arnold B. Davis, 21, of 35 Pulslfer 
st., Newtonvllle, was fined $50 by 
Judge Allen In the Newton court on 
Tuesday for driving an automobile so 
as to endanger the lives and safety 
of the public. Davis was the driver 
of the car which hit and fatally In- 
jured James A. Robblee of 288 New- 
tonvllle ave. as the latter was walk- 
ing across Washington st., opposite 
Harvard st. on the night of July 3rd. 
William Leonard, assistant city en- 
gineer testified that the street was 
well lighted at thaflocation and that 
tire marks showed that the car had 
traveled 94 feet after the brakes had 
been applied. 

Davis testified that the car was go- 
ing between 30 and 35 miles per hour 
when the accident occurred and that 
he did not see Robblee until the car 
was almost on top of him. Davis said 
that he detected an odor of liquor 
from Robblee when he assisted In tak- 
ing the injured man from the scene 
of the crash to Newton Hospital. A 
young woman testifying in Davis’ be- 
half said she saw the victim stagger 
across Washington st. before Davis’ 
car hit him. Judge Allen in finding 
Davis guilty commented that we can’t 
have persons driving cars through 
Newton taking their eyes off the road 
and killing people. A charge of man- 
slaughter against Davis was dis- 
missed.

The detection or a fire in the garage 
of Frank Hatties at 27 Racon st., New- 
ton by Clyde Holmes at 10:08 last Fri- 
day night, probably prevented the de- 
struction or a large number or auto- 
mobiles.

At Auburndale

T. B. Tendencies 
In School Pupils 
Less This Year 

Fewer children in Newton schools 
showed a tendency toward T. B., ac- 
cording to the tuberculosis clinics held 
the past year by physicians from 
Middlesex County Sanatorium. Of 1S67 
children who took tests this year. 12.1 
percent showed positive reactions. 
Last year the percentage was 15.4. 
Only one child had an active case of 
tuberculosis. Tests were given to 64.2 
percent of the 2908 pupils in the 7th 
8th. and 9th grades. Of the 226 who 
showed positive reactions. 224 were 
x-rayed. Following the x-ray test, 3* 
children were given further physical 
examinations and 32 were listed for 
further examinations. In addition to 
i he child having an active case of 
T. B.. another child was found to 
have tuberculosis of the glands.

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DOES HISTORY REPEAT ITSELF? 

Although many Newton residents become well-known in 
their various fields of endeavor it is seldom that a local per- 
son is elected to a high state political office. Speaker Leverett 
Saltonstall of Chestnut Hill will unquestionably be the Repub- 
lican nominee for Lieutenant Governor. At the pre-primary 
convention at Springfield in June he was a candidate for the 
endorsement as the gubernatorial Candidate. He came within a 
few votes of receiving endorsement on the first ballot although 
two votes behind John W. Haigis who captured the prize on 
the second ballot. Mr. SaltonstalFs subsequent graceful ac- 
tion, characteristic of his sportsmanship, resulted in his re- 
ceiving second place on the ticket by acclamation. The result- 
ing opinion of political observers has since been that the Speak- 
er of the House made an indelible impression upon the con- 
vention that made him an even stronger candidate than ever. 
His action spelled harmony for the top of the ticket. 

With the Democratic party engaged in a more or less un- 
certain squabble for various places on the ticket and more par- 
ticularly that of Lieutenant Governor the chances of the pop- 
ular Republican legislative leader from Chestnut Hill grow 
better and better as time goes on. Characterized for his fair- 
ness, as well as his ability and other attributes, he will receive 
many Democratic votes. With this probability it would not be 
surprising if he polled the most votes of any of the seven state- 
wide Republican nominees. 

History shows that more than thirty years ago, in 1900, to 
be exact, John L. Bates of Newton became Lieutenant Govern- 
or. He then acceded to the Governorship in 1903 and served 
until 1905. Thirty-four years prior to these dates William 
Claflin of Newtonville was Lieutenant Governor in 1866 and 
he became governor in 1869. Will history repeat itself in the 
next few years with the election of Speaker Saltonstall to the 
Lieutenant Governorship and later to the office of Governor? 


GUESSWORK AND IMAGINATION 

Newspaper reports of the past few days relate, with consider- 
able innuendo and guesswork, of the formation of a group of 
civic-minded Newton citizens into an organization with the aim 
of maintaining good government in the city of Newton. Having 
known of the proposed movement for two weeks we have re- 
frained from making comment upon it until such time as the 
charter was granted and official announcement and explanation 
was made of its aims and purposes. 

The recent stories state that the organization will attempt 
to prevent the re-election of some of the present official family 
of the city. From this angle the association becomes cloaked 
with the designation as an “anti” organization. We are con- 
fident that such is not the case and we do not believe it to be 
too remote a possibility to find that some of those who could 
be considered as potential targets under such unreliable as- 
sumptions may turn out to be enthusiastic supporters of the 
movement. Those interested in the formation of the associa- 
tion are apparently building slowly and are deliberating care- 
fully with the intention of taking no step which could be mis- 
understood. Thus it is to be regretted that a false impres- 
sion may grow out of the recent news stories. When the full 
facts of the organization and its aims and purposes become 
known there will be occasion for comment or criticism. Until 
then there can only be guesswork and imagination.

Editor Republican: 

We would like to say a word on 
the matter of Sunday truinH. Sev- 
eral citizens of Newton petitioned last 
year for Sunday trains to and from 
Boston. The railroad company so far 
acceded to this request as to stop thel 
New’ York trains twice a day (once 
each way). This arrangement has ton- 
Mnued and has given general satisfac- 
tion to those who wished these trains 
ta be run. Now these trains are 
trebled in number, and the din and 
1,'iistle of six additional trains is add- 
ed to break the Sabbath ►tillness. We 
expect these through trains will run, 
although It would better meet our 
views to give the raihoad men the 
day for rest, and we do not think 
there is a demand for these additional 
trains. Over 200 passengers were car- 
ried each way last Sunday, or an ag- 
gregate of about 450. This will hard- 
ly prove a paying business for the 
lailroad company, although the Sun 
day tariff is higher than the week 
day. 

Every lover of the Sabbath as a aay 
of rest, deplo.es the growing tendency 
to disregard the proper duties of the 
day, and to make it rather a holiday 
and day lor recreation. The objec- 
tion that the rough element of Boston 
is brought out on such days found 
ample verification lost Sunday. The 
gcod sense of the communities on 
the B. & A. railroad revolts at this 
innovation, and the desei ration of the 
Sabbath for pleasure travel. Other 
objections to these trains being run 
might he stated, but our only object 
now’ is to call attention to the grow- 
lng disregard for the Sabbath and its 
hallowed influences, that the young 
men and women now growing up may 
be made better and live better, rather 
than be encouraged to disregard those 
things which are the foundation of our 
prosperity ns a nation and State.

A few wreeks ago a retired army gen- 
eral residing In Washington, wrote to 
the postofllce at Newton for informa- 
tion regarding the monument in the 
old New’ton cemetery on Centre st., 
erected as a memorial to the early set- 
tlers of tills community. The names 
of several of his wife’s ancestors are 
inscribed on the monument nnd the 
former army officer desires a photo- 
grnph of the memorial. His request 
w’ns referred to us and the other day 
we w’ent to the old cemetery to take 
the photograph. We observed that the 
old burying ground has not been re- 
ceiving the care It deserves as the 
resting place of these who were the 
first citizens of Newtowne. Many of the 
old graves need grnding nnd a num- 
ber of the old slate and marble head- 
stones are pnrtly toppled over or have 
fallen to the ground. The slabs, which 
are in danger of falling down and 
breaking, should be attended to at 
once, and those slabs which lie broken 
on the ground should be replaced. The 
sturdy men and women who settled 
Newton deserve this respect to their 
memories. And some of the many 
men on WPA projects in such areas 
as Cabot Park or Cold Spring area 
might well be sent to the old cemetery’ 
to fill in the sunken graves and other- 
wise improve the resting place of the 
first New’tonlans. 


The other afternoon we received 
telephone calls from residents of Oak 
Hill regarding an accident Involving 
a large truck. In turning from Ded- 
ham st. onto Parker st., the big truck 
w’ent out of control, crashed through 
shrubbery and tipped over on an ad- 
joining lawn. The ladies who called 
us on the telephone assert that large 
trucks hauling gravel and crushed 
stone have been speeding along Ded- 
ham and Parker sts. at high speeds. 
They state that these rapidly moving 
trucks not only constitute a menace 
to people using the streets, but are 
especially dangerous to the many chil- 
dren living in the rapidly growing Oak 
Hill section. Our informants also say 
that the noise and vibrations caused 
by rapidly moving, heavily loaded 
trucks cause a serious nuisance to 
residents along the streets affected. 
They expressed the hope that the po- 
lice department will stop the speed- 
ing of the trucks. 

A young Wellesley man, w’ho had a 
long and honorable record in the Uni- 
ted States Army, was fatally injured 
several days ago when the car ho was 
driving on the Worcester turnpike at 
Framingham was hit by a truck. The 
truck was being operated at n high 
rate of speed on the South roadway 
of the turnpike tyy a youth who lost 
control of the vehicle. The truck 
hurdled the granite curbed reserva- 
tion on the turnpike and crashed into 
the small car which was going the 
opposite direction, fatally injuring 
Sergeant Weeks. T.ie 21-year-old 
driver or the truck w’as found guilty 
of reckless driving and sentenced to 
serve 30 days in jnil. A day or two 
later another 21-year-old truck driver 
on the Providence turnpike at Sharon 
hit a car traveling the opposite direc- 
tion and then snjaslied into a small 
sedan. Four occupants of the sedan 
were killed; the fifth, a 2-year-old

Her 
father, mother and grandmother were 
killed in the collision. 

Drivers of motor vehicles Involved 
In such fatal collisions are usually 
tried for manslaughter and driving so 
as to endanger the lives nnd safety of 
the public. Almost invariably the 
manslaughter charges are dismissed, 
the defendants are found guilty on the 
minor charge of reckless driving, und 
are let off either with a fine, or oc- 
casionally a jail sentence of 30 days 
which they frequently avoid by taking 
an appeal. Until the law is interpre- 
ted so that killings of human beings 
by reckless drivers of motor vehicles 
shall be considered manslaughter, 
even though such killings are without 
malice, there will not be any appreci- 
able lessening of the loss of lives 
through automobile accidents. 


The building boom in Newton con- 
tinues, with few Newton contractors 
engaged in the construction of the 
houses, and few Newton workmen em- 
ployed on them. 


Some weeks ago a move was start- 
ed in the Board of Aldermen to stop 
ice cream trucks from parking for 
hours on streets In residential sec- 
tions to peddle the frozen stuff.

The death at Glendale, Calif., on 
Tuesday of Earle Ovington. formerly 
of Newton Centre, brings to mind the 
phenomenal progress of nviation.

At 
one of the early aviation meets in this 
country, at Squantum. on Sept. 5, 
1911, Ovington won $10,000 offered by 
the Boston Globe for what was at that 
time a very long flight. The course 
was from Boston to Nashua, Worces- 
ter, Providence and back to Squan- 
tum. He also conceived the idea of air 
mail and innovated this modern pos- 
tal service by carrying a pouch of 
mail a short distance over Long Is- 
land. New York. 


The weather lias been so hot and 
we have listened to and read so much 
additional hot air from politicians, 
would-be politicians, political com- 
mentators and alleged political com- 
mentators, that we will not burden 
our readers with our views on the 
political situation until the torrid 
spell is over. This is the vacation sea- 
son and most folks are endeavoring 
to enjoy recreation in some form or 
other. Nearly four months are yet 
available to discuss politics. We will 
venture to suggest, however, that as- 
pirants to public offices, especially 
young men who have more ambition 
than experience, will gain more 
votes by attempting to tell of 
their own qualifications, rather than 
by trying to indulge in detraction of 
their prospective opponents. Usually, 
any candidate for political office who 
resorts to adverse criticism of his 
opponents does so because he has 
nothing (or little) to tell favorable to 
himself. 


Several years ago a drinking foun- 
tain at Watertown and Chapel sts., 
Nonantum, was removed because it 
was a nuisance. Now, another drink- 
ing fountain is being installed at the 
corner of Watertown and Chapel sts. 
because the children of that district 
have made themselves a nuisance go- 
ing into stores asking for a drink of 
water. This same condition exists in 
other villages of this city. Drinking 
fountains were removed in past years 
and children are continually bother- 
ing persons operating stores with re- 
quests (and demands) for a drink of 
water. Some of the children are real- 
ly thirsty, and are not near their 
homes when they seek a drink of wa- 
ter. With other children such re- 
quests are just a habit, and some of 
them, going into stores for a drink of 
water, could walk a short distance and 
get a drink at their own homes. We 
believe there should be a drinking 
fountain in each business centre, not 
only to provide water for children but 
also for adults. Parents and teach- 
ers should warn the children not to 
use the fountuins for pluythings. 


Boys are unnecessarily operuting 
the newly installed pedestrian traffic 
signal on Washington st., near Adams 
st. This practice is dangerous and is 
causing needless bother to many hun- 
dreds of automobile operators. The 
police should bring some of the boys 
fooling with the signal to headquar- 
ters and warn them, and should the 
boys not heed the warning, a trip to 
the juvenile court might have the de- 
sired effect. 


When one considers what the peo- 
ple of Germuny and Italy have been 
through, und the internal strife in 
France and Spuin toduy, one realizes 
that conditions in this country uro 
wonderful in comparison, except for 
the fact that 36,000 persons were 
killed und 900,000 injured lust year 
because of automobile accidents.

In a most effective and Interesting 
manner, Mr. Eastman traced the sa- 
lient features of law and order from 
the early ages. Man first communi- 
cated his views by means of sounds; 
these sounds later became languages, 
and around the family was built up 
the first semblance of law. Down 
through the time of the Babylonians, 
the wisdom of Athens, and the might 
of Rome, til' 1 Idea of law continued 
to grow until the Colonists landed in 
America with a royal charter from 
the King. This charter was the first 
written law of Go\ eminent. 

Then came the Revolution, and af- 
ter that, the forming of the Constitu- 
tion of the United States, considered 
by Gladstone and others as the great- 
est document ever evolved by the mind 
of man. The Constitution delegated 
to the Federal Government certain 
powers, and all authority not so spe- 
cifically delegated to the Federal Gov 
eminent, was given to the separate 
States, and under the terms of this 
gieat document every citizen was 
guaranteed certain inalienable rights 
of wjiicli no person or body could de- 
prive him. 

Mr. Eastman left with the members, 
“The Key to the Constitution of the 
United States” by Francis Clay Har- 
ley. Copies of this Interesting and 
highly instructive book relating to the 
Constitution and our form of Govern- 
ment will be sent to all interested 
parties by the American Constitution- 
alists.

Hunting Dogs Were Used 

Long Ago by Egyptians 

The history of the hunting dog Is 
clouded In antiquity. Ancient rock 
carvings tell us hunting dogs were 
known In Egypt thousands of years 
ago, but the story of the first domesti- 
cation of the dog and its development 
Into a hunting companion for man Is 
lost to us for always. Possibly some- 
where back In the dim ages, when 
man himself had Just risen above the 
brute and lived in terror of monster 
carnivorous creatures which then 
roamed the earth, a caveman cap- 
tured his first wild dog puppy and 
brought It back to his home among 
the ledges where, In his loneliness, he 
fed and nurtured the animal until he 
wou Its affection. Later, probably, he 
taught the dog to assist him iu the 
chase. 

This, of course, is purely conjec- 
ture, writes Donald Stillman In the 
New York Herald-Tribune, But In 
the United States, where more pure 
breeds are recognized than In any 
other country, the hunting dog Is em- 
ployed for a variety of purposes rang- 
ing from pointing and retrieving on 
upland game birds and waterfowl to 
big game hunting for panther and 
bear. 

Most stories or accounts of hunting 
dogs are concerned largely with the 
efficiency of a well-trained animal or, 
otherwise, the serious side of the hunt- 
ing dog question. 


“Forgotten Men” Date to 

Ancient British History 

During the reign of Charles II, a 
garrison at Algiers, In North Africa, 
was forgotten for six years. Faithful 
to their charge, the soldiers might 
have spent the rest of their lives wait- 
ing but for a party of sailors who dis- 
covered them by accident Of the 
original 15 officers, only one was alive. 
The soldiers were In rags and almost 
starving. 

Even more unbelievable, observes a 
writer In the Washington Post, Is the 
case of the II. M. s. Falmouth, n first- 
class British warship sent to Batavia 
In 1770, and forgotten for more than 
ten years by the British admiralty! 

Captain Wallis, commanding the 
sloop Dolphin, discovered the warship 
when he called at Batavia and heard 
the boom of a big gun at sunset. In- 
vestigating, he found the Falmouth 
rotting In the mud offshore. There 
was not a patch of paint on her, and 
her sails and rigging were rotting on 
the masts. The sailors were In rags — 
gaunt, hungry wretches who clustered 
around him like scarecrows. All the 
officers were dead and the Inst sur- 
viving petty officer was a raving 
maniac. 

The crew begged to be taken off, 
but Captain Wallis couldn’t do It with- 
out permission from the admiralty. 
So despite their suffering, the men 
bad to stay on until he returned to 
England and explained their plight 


Age of Presidents 

The youngest chief executive at the 
time of his death was .Tames K. Polk, 
who was fifty-three. Fourteen Presi- 
dents completed the Biblical span of 
threescore and ten; four of them 
reached eighty, and John Adams was 
ninety when he died. Among the 
Vice Presidents only three failed to at- 
tain the age of sixty; 1G reached 
seventy ; five were more than eighty 
years old at the time of their deaths, 
and Levi P. Morton, who wns Benja- 
min Harrison’s running mate, lived to 
be ninety-six. 


White Horse an Emblem 

The standard of the ancient Snxons 
was a white horse, and thus became 
the emblem of the County of Kent, 
states a writer In Answers Magazine. 
A galloping white horse is the device 
of the House of Hnnover. There Is a 
third “white horse” — a rampant ani- 
mal, the device of the House of Savoy, 
descended from the Saxon horse. It Is 
from the second of these that the 
popular inn sign, the White Horse, Is 
obtained, and usually the animal is 
depicted as galloping, according to the 
capacity of the artist. 


Buahmaater Snakes 

Bushnmsters are rare in menageries, 
not so much on nccount of their scar- 
city In their uutlve countries as be- 
cause they seldom survive In captiv- 
ity. They are highly strung snakes, 
and the rough treatment they receive 
during capture, for they are too dread- 
ed to be treated gently, usually causes 
n hunger strike that only ends with 
their denths. They are the largest 
and most deadly of the South Ameri- 
can snakes. 


Rest for Captain Kidd 

In lftbfi, Captain Kidd wus the own- 
er, by purchase, of a lot of ground In 
a part of New York city then Just 
being sold off in building lots. The 
lot was In Tlenhoven street, now Lib- 
erty street, near Nassua street. There, 
according to accounts of the times, 
says the New York Sun, he erected a 
mansion expecting doubtless “to puss 
the evening of his duys In the city of 
his adoption.” 


Greatest Tight-Rope Walker 

Klondln (1S24-18U7) was the great- 
est tight rope walker In history. Of 
all his famous tricks, many of which 
were performed over Niagara falls, 
one of his most startling was per- 
formed during an engagement at the 
Crystul Palace In London In 1801, 
where he turned somersaults on stilts 
on a rope suspended 170 feet from the 
ground. — Colliers Weekly.

The Newton Independents, who 
shuttle bnek and forth between the 
Newton Twilight League and the 
Twin-County League, and do fairly 
well in both circuits, have been se- 
lected ns one of the twelve teams in 
Massachusetts to take part in the na- 
tional semi-professional baseball 
tournament. Manager Jeff Jones has 
been notified that the Independents 
will play their first round game' 
against the Smart Oil nine of Wal- 
tham at Fenway Park Tuesday after- 
noon ;it The winner of the 

state tournament will be sent to Kan- 
sas for the national finals. 

The Independents won the first 
half honors in the Twin-County 
League, and it was largely due to 
their strong showing that they were 
selected for the sectional playoffs.

Glove Makers Shave Hides 

Milady’s gloves must he delicate, thin 
and flexible. Mere man can stand 
heavier materials and is not so par- 
ticular about whether the fit Is skin 
tight or not. But nature does not make 
animals’ hides of uniform thickness, 
and it is necessary for glove manufac- 
turers to “shave” the tnnned hides to 
uniform thickness. This operation, says 
the Scientific American, “consists of 
passing the hide under n rapidly re- 
volving abrasive roll which grinds off 
the surface nnd reduces the thickness 
to tiie desired degree. Ordinary grind- 
ing is one thing, but hide finishing is 
another, nnd extreme accuracy is re- 
quired. The least wobble in the roll 
would ruin a hide. This might not 
seem to be such a problem until one 
realizes the size of a ldde. A machine 
meets these requirements without any 
difficulty. 


“The Shy Little Violet” 

Of all the wild (lowers that are 
known to mankind, probably none Is 
so well loved as the violet, observes a 
writer in tin* Montreal Herald. “The 
shy little violet,” It lias been culled, 
because It seems to hide in shady 
places among the grass nnd other 
plants.

The re- 
verses are various types and utmost 
defy classification and cover a maze 
of subjects, runglng from religlou to 
architecture.

QUEEN MARY TO CARRY LARGEST 
LIFEBOAT FLEET 

When the new Cunard White Star 
liner "Queen Mary’’ left Southamp- 
ton on her maiden voyage to New 
York she was equipped with the 
greatest licet ot lifeboats ever car- 
ried by an Atlantic liner This fleet 
comprised twenty-four massive all 
steel boats. Twenty-two of the boats 
measure 36 feet long. 12 feet wide 
and 5 feet deep, the remaining two 
being 30 feet long, 9 feet wide and 4 
feet deep. Each boat Is large enough 
to accommodate 145 people— a great- 
er number than the entire comple- 
ment of 115 passengers carried by 
the first Cunard steamship "Britan- 
nia,’’ in 1840. All of these lifeboats 
are driven by powerful diesel engines, 
the first complete installation of die- 
sel-driven motor life boats.

Armadillos are found in South and 
Central America. Tho name Is u dimin- 
utive of tlie Spanish word, "armada,” 
meaning "armed” and referring to tlie 
bony shell protecting tills animal. 
They ure timid, nocturnal creatures, 
living on insects, roots, worms, car- 
rion, etc. When pursued they run rap- 
tdly ami burrow Into tlie ground Most 
species are considered good eating by 
the natives.

Two Famous Discoverers 

The story of Uerjulfson and Lief 
Erlcson Is the story of the Norse dis- 
covery of Amerlcn ninny years ago, 
says a writer in the Cleveland Plain 
Denier. Hcrjulfson, sometimes called 
BJarnl, wns a Norse sea cnptnln, a 
friend of Eric the Red, founder of the 
first white settlements in Greenland. 
In sailing from Icelnnd to Greenland 
In command of the first colony for new 
country, Herjulfson was driven to the 
southeast and far out of his course. 
He sighted the coasts of Newfound- 
land and Labrador. This was in 9S6 
A. D„ about fill years before New- 
foundland was first seen by John and 
Sebastian Cabot, from whose discov- 
ery present knowledge of Its dates. 

Knowing . the appearnnce of these 
new lands did not correspond with the 
description of Greenland, Herjulfson 
did not attempt to land, but sailed 
northward until he reached his intend- 
ed destination at Erlcsflord. 

Nothing was done to explore the 
new lands seen by nerjulfson until 
Lief Erlcson, the son of Eric the Red, 
became Interested In the story. He 
was so Impressed by the accounts of 
the storm driven travelers, that he 
bought Herjulfson’s ship, manned It 
with .15 men, and set sail In 1001 A. D. 
for the strange new countries. 

Lief sailed along the coast of New- 
foundland and the mainland of the 
continent southward as fnr ns Rhode 
Island, and possibly ns far ns Chesa- 
peake bay. After many adventures 
the explorers landed on the const of 
Massachusetts, not far from Taunton. 
From the abundance of grapes nnd 
berries found in this neighborhood 
they named the country Vlnlnnd. The 
old Scandinavian records of these dis- 
coveries leave no reasonable doubt of 
the truth of the story of Vlnlnnd and 
Its discoverers. 


Tung Oil Extracted From 

Seeds Produced by Trees 

Tung oil Is extracted from the seeds 
of the tung tree, a fast growing or- 
namental tree with large, dark green 
leaves nnd bearing beautiful pink and 
white flowers In springtime, notes a 
writer in the Chicago Tribune. The 
mature trees are usually about 30 or 
more feet high, with a wide limb 
spread. The fruits are about the size 
of a russet apple. 

Each fruit bears from 0 to 30 seeds. 
They ripen In October. The tung tree 
has long been grown In oriental coun- 
tries, nnd wns first Introduced into 
America about 30 years ngo. 

• The Chinese have used tung oil for 
centuries as a waterproof covering 
for wood, mnsonry, and other ma- 
terials which they wished to protect 
from the weather. Chinese junks or 
boats are oiled regularly with It. Many 
other uses are found for this product 
by the Chinese. In America tung oil 
Is employed chiefly In the paint and 
varnish Industry. 


The Oyster's Protection 

The oyster’s one protection against 
Its enemies Is Its hard shell and the 
ability to keep the halves firmly 
closed by the adductor muscle. Crabs, 
however, can break It open. Starfish 
may either pull the shell apart, or by 
means of a convenient arrangement, 
when the oyster is too big and strong 
for this operation, and equally too big 
to swallow, they may evert the stom- 
ach and engulf the unfortunate oyster, 
until at last, compelled to open Its 
shells for fresh supplies of oxygen, It 
Is attacked, weakened, nnd finally de- 
stroyed by the digestive juices.

senic, In the form of arsenic trioxide, 
I>er pound of fruit. Tills limit Is com- 
monly culled the world tolerunce for 
arsenical residue. 


Use for Palm Sunday Leaves 

In Spuln, the palms of Palm Sunday 
huve not fulfilled their mission at the 
end of holy day services. Many Span- 
ish families subsequently tie the leaves 
to bulconles or over door llntelH to 
wurd off lightning. Elehe supplies the 
leaves for nearly all Spuln. the tops 
of Its trees being bound to bleach the 
leaves to the desired whlteuess. 


“Cave-in-Rock” Was Known

"Cave-In-Rock” Is at the southern tip 
of Illinois Route No. 1, the Dixie high- 
way. Long before It was known to 
white men, the Illinois tribes called It 
the "Habitation of the Great Spirit," 
says Chicago Dally News. 

The first recognition It received by 
our forefathers wns on n map In 
Charlevoix' "History of Now France, ' 
published In 1744. At that time the 
cave wns the center of Indian life 
along the lower Ohio river. 

However, ns the Indians gradually 
retired at the advance of the white 
man. the cave took on a more ominous 
meaning to the early settlers. It be- 
came the rendezvous of robbers who 
preyed on surrounding settlements nnd 
Ohio river trnfllc. Driven from the 
cave, the robbers were succeeded by a 
band of counterfeiters who operated 
there until cleaned out In 1831. An- 
other band of robbers took up their 
nbode there but their life of crime wns 
short lived, the last of the gang being 
executed In 1834. 


Famous St. Mark's 

According to the ancient laws ot 
Venice, every merchant trading In the 
East was required to bring back ma- 
terial for decorating St. Mark’s, and 
every successful general or ndmlrnl re- 
turning from an eastern campaign wns 
expected to carry some offering for It. 
"Not one of the hundreds of columns 
nnd capitals within or without the 
church wns originally built or con- 
structed for St. Marks,” writes Arnold 
Lunn in "Venice.” "Yet though the 
materials were brought together mag- 
pie fashion, the building ns a whole,” 
he continues, “has acquired throughout 
the centuries a unity nnd personality 
of Its own.” 


Derelicts of the Sea 

Derelicts of the sea often drift enor- 
mous distances and nre a constant 
menace to shipping, snys the Hartford 
Cournnt. It hus been estimated that 
the hulks of 20 abandoned vessels are 
constantly drifting about the North At- 
lantic. Most are small vessels, but 
they are Inrge enough to damage nnd 
sometimes sink any ship that strikes 
them nt full speed. The average life 
of a ship that has been disabled and 
abandoned by her crew is 30 days, but 
some derelicts float for months. 


Rope Long it Use 

Rope has been an article of much 
usefulness throughout the centuries In 
the activities of the people of the 
world, says a writer In Indiana Farm- 
er’s Guide. Early man made rope as 
best he could by twisting many types 
of vegetation Into a crude cordage for 
hls hunting, fishing and possible farm- 
ing needs. Later (200 B. C.) Mos 
cmon says the ship “Syrncusla.” built 
for Herod II wns rigged with hempen 
rope. These early ropes were made 
by hand and were clumsy, coarse and 
of Inferior strength compared with the 
smooth, even and tightly twisted ma- 
chine-made ropes that we hnve now.

Pigeon Roost Settlement 

Wiped Out by Marauders 

What was known ns the Pigeon 
Roost settlement In Indinnn consisted 
of several families that made a little 
community In what Is now Scott coun- 
ty, says a writer In the Indlnnnpolls 
News. This settlement, founded In 
1800, wns separated from any other 
by several miles, and was confined to 
about a square mile of territory. On 
September 3. 1812, It wns attacked by 
n hand of about twelve marauders, 
said to have been Shawnees who, 
scouring the loenllty, going from cabin 
to cnbln, murdered within an hour 
twenty-two persons — sixteen of them 
children nnd live women. Prior to 
this general killing two men were shot 
In the woods. Most of the cabin 
homes were burned, A spirited fight 
In the house of William Collings, In 
which three Indians were killed, prob- 
ably prevented a grenter slaughter, as 
the cheek to the savages ennbled the 
rest of the settlement to escape to the 
blockhouses that stood within a few 
miles. Several spectacular escapes 
have been recorded. The news of the 
massneres was carried to Charlestown, 
Clark county, and by 2 p. m. the next 
day, 200 armed men reached the scene, 
where only one house remained stand- 
ing. They took up the trail of the 
savages, hut never caught up with 
them. Two children were carried 
away by the Indians, Ginsey McCoy, 
age three, and n hoy, Peter Huffman. 
They were later returned to their peo- 
ple, but went hack to the Indians aft- 
erward. In 1003 an appropriation was 
made by legislature for a monument 
of Bedford limestone, 44 feet high, 
which was dedicated October 1 , 1004, 
at the spot where the massacre vic- 
tims were burled.

Water Power Was Used in 

Mills of Ancient Romans 

The origin of water mills Is buried 
In the depths of antiquity, for they are 
mentioned by Pliny, nnd are said to 
have been Introduced Into England by 
the Romans, writes It. Angus Downle 
In the Edinburgh Scotsman. Yet they 
remained unknown In Scotlnnd prior 
to the Twelfth century, and did not 
become anything like common 
throughout the country for a hundred 
years. Before their Introduction 
wheat was ground by bruising in a 
quern, a method followed In the Bronze 
age, and depicted upon the rock tombs 
of predynastic Egypt. When St. 
Columha studied under Finninn he 
bruised wheat with a quern each eve- 
ning, and at Iona caused his disciples 
so to grind their dally meals. 

Up to the middle of the Eighteenth 
century water power was only ap- 
plied to the grinding of oats. The oth- 
er processes of production were car- 
ried on by the labor of human hands. 
After the harvest was cut the grain 
was separated by the use of the flail. 
In 1710 James Meikle introduced the 
use of fanners to remove the loose 
chaff, hut his Invention was opposed 
by religious farmers, who regarded 
the raising of wind as interfering with 
the dispensation of Providence, and It 
only came gradually Into general use. 
Barley was ground by bruising In a 
mortar or “knocking stone.” until 
about 1750. when these humble, crude, 
nnd wasteful methods were replaced 
by mills for grinding barley. 


No Envelope* With Letter* 

Prior to 184"), although postage 
stamps had been under discussion for 
several years In this country, their 
use on letters was not practical on 
account of the many nnd varying 
postal rates then In effect. The old 
rates were a relic of Colonial times 
nnd were based on two factors, dis- 
tance nnd the number of sheets of 
paper n letter contained. Six cents was 
the rate for a single-sheet letter for 
a distance not exceeding 30 miles; 10 
cents up to 80 miles; 12 Y6 cents, 150 
miles; 18% cents, 400 miles, and for 
distances over 400 the rate was 25 
cents. A letter of two sheets of paper 
took double these rates, three sheets 
treble and so on. 

In order to secure the minimum rate 
a letter was written on one side of 
a sheet of paper, the sheet folded to 
letter size with the correspondence in- 
side and the outside blank to receive 
the address. The folded letter was 
sealed at the post office after* the clerk 
had checked the contents. Prepared 
envelopes were considered an extra 
sheet of paper and as such subject to 
additional postage, which accounts for 
their almost total absence from mail 
matter before the rates came to be 
based on weight 


Lapp* Moat Primitive 

The Lapps are the most primitive 
people of Europe — nomads, depending 
almost solely upon their reindeer for 
food, clothing, home, and household 
utensils. They are a peace-loving and 
good-nntured race. Though they live 
like animals, anger Is unknown to 
them. The government of Sweden 
makes every effort to spread the rudi- 
ments of education, und especially hy- 
giene, among the Lapps; though they 
huve accepted Christianity and made 
it a dominating part of their lives, the 
practices of civilization mnko not the 
slightest Impression upon them. 


Discovery of Baffin Bay 

Baffin buy was discovered by an 
Englishman, named Baffin, in 1010. 
Baffin land Is separated from Green- 
land by Baffin Imy where the surface 
of the sea is covered during the greut 
er purt of the year with Ice, which 
extends from shore to shore in winter, 
possessing a slow southward move- 
ment. In spring and summer the mid 
lee begins to move less slowly south- 
ward, leaving navigable passages be 
tween tlie coasts. 


Ancient Cities in China 

Compare With Great Wall 

The city of Peiping has a fascinat- 
ing history beginning about 2, (XX) years 
before Christ. Peking, officially called 
Peiping, has seen the reign of over 
forty Mongol, Ming nnd Mnnchn rul- 
ers. In reality the city comprises four 
different sections, each surrounded by 
imposing fortified walls. 

The heart of Peiping Is the “Forbid- 
den City” with its} yellow tile roofs, 
marble courtyards nnd pink walls. 
Prior to 1012 this was tlie abode of 
the Imperial family nnd their retinue. 
Surrounding this is the “Imperial City" 
In which are to be found the lakes 
called “sens” and the winter palace. 
Encircling this latter city is the “Tnr- 
tnr City" In which are located the Lama 
temple. Hall of Classics, Bell and 
Drum towers, legation quarters, nnd 
the observatory which Is the oldest In 
the world. Passing through the south 
gate of the "Tartar City” one enters 
the Chinese city where is situated the 
Temple of Heaven nnd the Temple of 
Agriculture. 

Forty-five miles north of Peiping Is 
the Great Wall which ranks with the 
Pyramids of Egypt as one of the Seven 
Wonders of the Ancient World. For 
2,500 miles this great stone structure 
marks the border of Inner Chinn. Not 
far nwny are the 13 Ming tombs with 
their Holy Way paved In marble nnd 
lined by huge mythological anlmal9 
and figures. To the west lies the cele- 
brated summer palace built by the 
late empress dowager, with Its lnrge 
lake, dragon island, rookeries nnd fa- 
mous Marble IJont. 


Women’s Necklaces Are 

Traced Back to 600 B. C. 

In the tombs of Egyptian nnd Gre- 
cian women of rank, necklaces mnde 
of exquisitely fashioned gold beads, 
Interspersed with colored glass ones, 
ns amber, cornelian, garnet, nnd crys- 
tal have been found, nnd In G(X) B. C. 
necklaces were shipped from Egypt by 
the Phoenicians to Greece. 

Gold and amber heads of the Bronze 
Age are found in Southern England 
and Ireland. 

In the Neolithic and later periods 
the wearing of beads appears to have 
beeen universal In all parts of the 
world, and such trouble wns taken to 
make many of them that they were 
probably used more ns luck charms 
than ns ornaments. In Egypt the 
word for them was "Slia-shn,” the 
syllable "Shn” being the Egyptian 
word for luck. 

Since the Middle Ages the manu- 
facture of beads for sale or barter has 
been carried on In Europe, nnd ex- 
plorers have at all times found them 
Invaluable when dealing with natives. 
Many of the enrly trade heads are still 
greatly prized In the countries where 
they have been sold. 


Flexibility of the Hands 

It Is a generally accepted principle 
that the lingering of a piano or organ 
keyboard will vary nnd be governed 
by the size nnd formation of the 
hand, and the webbing between the 
fingers, according to a musician in 
the Montreal Herald. Hands are not 
all the same in size and pliability, nnd 
rules which suited one kind of hand 
were unsuited to others. The lateral 
stretch between tlie thumb and the 
hand nnd between the fingers varies 
very much, and it Is not always the 
largest hands which have the most 
flexible action. Some lnrge hands are 
tightly webbed, and some small ones 
are very flexible nnd In the playing of 
arpeggios, the smaller hand will play 
the grenter stretch more easily than 
the large hand.

Two Little Sisters 
Drown At Newton 
Upper Falls 

Phyllis Horrlgan, 9, and Alice Hor- 
rlgan, 5, daughters of Mr. and Mrs. 
Dennis J. Horrigan of 1304 Boylston 
st., Newton Upper Falls, were 
drowned in the Charles River at Echo 
Bridge, Upper Falls, on Wednesday 
afternoon. The children had gone to 
their home, put on their bathing suits 
and told their mother that they were 
going to a neighbor’s yard to get 
sprayed with a hose. Shortly after- 
ward Natalie Cronin, 6, of 3 Ellis 
st., ran to her home and told her 
mother chat the two Horrigan girls 
had sunk in the river. The Charles 
at Echo Bridge runs through a deep 
gorge. The banks slope sharply and 
the current is swift. The younger 
Horrigan child stepped into a hole 
and was carried under. Her sister in 
attempting to rescue her also went 
under. 

Mrs. Cronin shouted to Leroy Arm- 
strong of Needham who was driving 
by in an auto and he and several men 
from a tavern nearby went to the 
rescue. Armstrong with Frank Coak- 
ley of High st., Richard Regan of Ellis 
st., and James Motherway, of Margar- 
et rd., dived into the river and in 
about 20 minutes recovered the bod- 
ies in 8-feet of water. Mrs. Cronin 
had telephoned her husband who is a 
Metropolitan policeman at Riverside. 
He notified Newton police and fire de- 
partment headquarters and police and 
firemen were soon at the scene with 
inhalators. For more than an hour un- 
der the direction of Dr. Charles 
Thompson of Newton Highlands they 
attempted vainly to resuscitate the 
two little girls. The children are 
survived by their parents, seven 
brothers, and two sisters.

Aldermen Favor 

New Schools 


At a secret meeting held by the 
Newton Board of Aldermen on Mon- 
day night the members expressed 
themselves as in favor of asking 
Mayor Childs to recommend appro- 
priations for new schools at West 
Newton and Newton and a branch 
library building at Newtonville.

Says City Should 

Not Build Street 
For Speculators 

At the meeting of the Board of 
Aldermen on Monday night a hearing 
was held on the petition of The New 
England Homes, Inc., of Boston, foi 
the improving and acceptance of 
Paulson rd., Waban. This is a new 
street In the low area between Chest- 
nut and Beacon sts., and at the rear 
of Cotter rd. About half a dozen new 
houses have recently been construct- 
ed, or are under construction on the 
street. 

Thomas L. Ryan, an attorney of 
246 Walnut st., Newtonville, objected 
to the petition in behalf of his father, 
Peter Ryan of Harvard st., Newton 
ville. Mr. Ryan said that his 
father owns four acres of land with 
a frontage of 300 feet on Paulson rd. 
and would be assessed $2300 for bet- 
terments if the city improved the 
street under tlie Betterment Act. He 
said there is no public necessity for 
tills improvement, that the land 
abutting the street is largely barren, 
and that the ownership of the houses 
which have been under construction 
or. Paulson rd. lias changed several 
times since building operations were 
started. He said that fly-by-night 
rial estate speculators who are not 
residents of Newton want the city to 
hold the bag, develop streets for 
them, extend payments over 10 
jears, and let future purchasers or 
owners of other abutting properties 
pay the cost. He argued that these 
outside speculators should be made 
to do what Newton realtors do when 
they develop new streets. This is— 
to build the streets themselves under 
the specifications required by the 
city.

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Aldermen Prefer 
Cesspool To Sewer 

The petition of Mrs. Howard 
O’Grady and Domenic Lanno for a 
drain and sewer in Broadway ter., 
Newtonville, was refused considera- 
tion by the Board of Aldermen at its 
meeting on Monday night. Lanno, 
who owns a two-family house on 
Broadway ter., petitioned last year 
for the sewer. He told the Aldermen 
at that time that sanitary conditions 
at his home were terrible, his children 
had become sick because of sewage 
backing into the house and his tenants 
would not remain. The Newton Board 
of Health reported that a sewer was 
needed because the cesspool on Lan- 
no’s property was overflowing. Wil- 
liam J. Doherty of Broadway, who 
owns land abutting Broadway ter., ob- 
jected to the petition because he 
would be assessed. The 1935 Board 
turned down Lanno’s petition. 

A few months ago Lanno again pe- 
titioned for the sewer. Again Doherty 
objected and again the Aldermen 
turned down Lanno’s petition, despite 
the fact that the Newton Health De- 
partment had again stated the sewer 
is necessary. Monday night another 
petition was received for the sewer. 
This time the petition came from Mrs. 
Martha O’Grady, who also owns land 
abutting Broadway ter. The Public 
Works Committee refused to consid- 
er the petition on the contention that 
it was for the same thing which Lan- 
no’s petition had been presented ear- 
lier this year, and, according to the 
rules of the Board, only one petition 
can be presented on any matter during 
a year, unless the Board gives special 
consent. 

Alderman. Guzzi objected to the 
action taken on the petition. Guzzi 
had previously criticized Doherty for 
blocking Lanno's petition and had 
stated that the objector was receiving 
$350 yearly as one of the Board of 
Registrars of Voters of Newton and 
should not block the needed improve- 
ment. Guzzi stated that the reason 
the petition had been refused is be- 
cause of Doherty’s political influence 
with members of the Board of Aider- 
men. President Floyd of the Board 
took exception to Guzzi’s statement. 
Floyd said he was not actuated by po- 
litical influence and that a new cess- 
pool would care for sewage disposed 
from Lanno's house Alderman Hut- 
chinson said he wished to be placed 
on record as not opposing the petition 
for the sewer because of political mo- 
tives. He said a new cesspool should 
he built in Lanno’s yard and that the 
Health Officer had not stated that 
such a cesspool will not care adequate- 
ly for the purpose. Hutchinson said 
that by building a cesspool all the 
expense will be borne by Lanno, who 
will benefit, instead of by abuttors who 
will not benefit. Guzzi replied that in 
other cases where sewers have been 
recommended by the Health Depart- 
ment, the Aldermen have voted to 
have the sewers built, even though oth- 
er abuttors must share in the cost. 
Guzzi said that if Lanno has to build 
another cesspool, the plumbing in his 
home will have to be changed at large 
expense. 

Lanno has taken an appeal to the 
State Board of Health and to the 
county commissioners. The cost of 
the sewer to the abuttors, according 
to estimates of the City Engineer’s 
department, would be — Lanno, $257 ; 
Doherty, $167; O’Grady, $32. This 
cost would be spread over a period of 
10 years, should any of the abuttors 
desire, making the yearly cost small.

New Ordinance 
Restricts Pedlers 
And Hawkers 


Hereafter pedlers and hawkers will 
have fewer opportunities to use New- 
ton highways for the purpose of ad- 
vertising and selling their wares. As 
a result of protests from Newton bus- 
iness men against unfair competition 
by outsiders who have been coming 
into this city in increasing numbers 
and selling merchandise of various 
kinds, mostly food articles, the Board 
of Aldermen amended Section 265 of 
the city ordinances to place a curb 
on the use of streets by hawkers and 
peddlers. The new ordinance also 
cared for protests from citizens re- 
garding the sounding of gongs op 
other noise making by hawkers which 
has become somewhat of a nuisance. 
The things which precipitated the 
new ordinance is the advent in New 
ton this year of a number of small, 
decorated trucks operated by a con- 
cern which sells a form of ice cream. 
These trucks have been parking for 
hours at a time in certain locations; 
one of which is opposite the Newton 
Hospital on Washingtipn st. 

The ordinance is as follows: — 

Section 265 of Chapter XXVI of the 
Revised Ordinances of 1929 is hereby 
amended by striking out the same 
and inserting in place thereof the fol- 
lowing; 

Section 265. No person so expos- 
ing for sale or selling said articles 
shall use a gong, bell, horn or other 
audible signal for the purpose of at- 
tracting customers, or shall cry his 
wares to the disturbance of the peace 
and comfort of the Inhabitants of the 
city. 

Chapter XXVI of the Revised Or- 
dinances of 1929 is hereby further 
amended by striking out Section 265A, 
and inserting in place thereof four 
new sections respectively 265-A, 
265-B, 265-C and 265-D to read as fol- 
lows: 

Section 265-A. No licensed or un- 
licensed hawker or peddler shall sell, 
or offer for sale, any goods, wares or 
merchandise on any street of the 
City of Newton .within 500 feet of 
any public or private educational in- 
stitution or the grounds thereof be 
tween the hours of 8:00 A. M. and 
4:00 P. M. on days when the said 
educational Institutions are in ses 
sion; nor any day within 500 feet of 
any playgrounds of the City between 
the hours of 12:00 noon and 9:00 P.M, 

Section 65-B. No licensed or unli 
censed hawker or peddler shall sell, 
or offer for sale, any goods, wares or 
merchandise on any street of the 
City of Newton within the areas de- 
fined as business districts in accord- 
ance with the zoning plans and zon- 
ing ordinances established by Chapter 
32 of the Revised Ordinances of 1929, 
as amended, between the hours of 
10:00 A, M. and 6:00 P. M. on any 
day except Saturdays and on Satur- 
days between the hours of 10:00 A. 
M. and 10:00 P. M. 

Section 265-C. No licensed or unli 
censed hawker or peddler shall on 
street of the City of Newton and 
while offering or exposing good: 
wares or other merchandise for sale 
remain in one place, or within two 
hundred feet thereof for longer than 
five minutes unless actually engaged 
in making a sale. 

Section 265-D. As used in this Chap- 
ter the word “street" shall mean 
street as defined in Subdivision 11 of 
Chapter XXXIII of the Ordinances.

A regular meeting of the Boaid of 
Aldermen was held on Monday night. 
The meeting started at 8 o'clock and 
continued until 8.52 when a recess 
was taken which lasted for three 
1 ours. The meeting was resumed a 
few minutes before midnight and 
finally adjourned at 12.40 a. m. Tues- 
day. The reasons for the delay in 
the meeting were a secret session of 
the Board as a committee of the 
whole, and meetings of several of the 
committees of the Board. 

Included in the hearings on peti- 
tions which came before the Board 
was that of the Walker Missionary 
Home, Auburndale, for a permit to 
erect a 3-car garage in addition to a 
garage now on the property of the 
home. It was explained that the 
added garage accommodations are 
needed for missionaries who are quar- 
tered at the home from time to time. 
Peter Capparelli of Watertown asked 
that the city improve and accept 
Paulson d., Waban. Several houses 
have been built on this street and 
cannot be sold because of its condi- 
tion. Attorney Thomas Ryan of 
Newtonville opposed the petition in 
behalf of his father, Peter Ryan, 
who owns 300 feet of frontage on the 
street. Raymond Wragg, speaking 
for the Germania Eank of Boston, 
asked that Duxbury rd., Newton Cen- 
tre. be improved. 

Considerable time was consumed 
on a hearing on the petition for a 
sewer in West Pine st.. Auburndale. 
from Staniford st. to a point 470 
feet northwesterly and thence across 
private land to the end of the pres- 
ent sewer at Auburndale Park. Rob- 
ert Bonner for the General Property 
Trust favored the petition. Wilfred 
Swain of 47 West Pine st. told of bad 
conditions on that street because of 
lack of a drain. He said he had to 
bale his cellar out five times last 
winter and spring, and unless the 
city constructs a drain, he will have 
t(. build a dike across the street to 
keep the surface water from enteiing 
his home. John W. Quilty of 74 
West Pine st. spoke at ’.ength against 
the plan of the proposed sewer. He 
advocated that the sewer be built 
from Wesi Pine easterly toward the 
main sewer rather than in the direc- 
tion of Chaaske ave. Other residents 
of West Pine st. also favored this 
plan. City Engineer Harvey said it 
would cost over $100,000 to do this, 
as such a sewer would have to follow 
along the Charles River for a long 
distance and then be continued into 
West Newton. The proposed sewer, 
as planned. w*ould cost about $9000. 
Alderman Brocklesby said he had 
promised to try and have something 
done to improve conditions on West 
Pine street, and that the Street De- 
partment had dumped a number of 
leads of gravel on it. 

The Board authorized a street bond 
issue of $100,000 for resurfacing Wa- 
tertown st. from Faxon st. to Walnut 
st.. and resurfacing North and other 
streets. It also authorized a water 
bond issue of $50,000. The following 
appropriations were made: Planning 
Board expenses, $50; Welfare Depart- 
ment. maintenance of automobiles, 
$300; office expenses. $250: sewer con- 
nection at Oak Hill School. $900; re- 
construction of Grove st.. Auburndale 
and placing drain in street. $21,963: 
drain in Church st.. $1S70; sewers in 
College rd.. $6SS: in Mayflower rd.. 
$1260; resurfacing Watertown st. from 
Faxon to Walnut sts.. $39,650: Water 
Department for new ntains and main- 
tenance of service in various streets. 
$16,525. 

The Cousens Fund trustees were au- 
thorized to make loans of $4000 and 
$4050 on real estate. The petition of 
Daniel Cetrone to have a street laid 
out from Centre st. into his land south 
of Franklin st.. was refused. A peti- 
tion was received from Michael Col- 
lins to have Jewett st. improved and 
accepted front Rockland st. to Boyd 
Petitions were received to have a 
new street. Burrage rd.. laid out front 
Cotton st. to Glendale rd.; and Scars- 
dale rd. accepted from Beaumont ave.. 
Newtonville. A petition was received 
from Alntarin Trowbridge asking that 
no parking be allowed on Centre and 
Sargent sts. bordering his property for 
distances of 220 feet. 


company, and Ezra Eaton of Thomp- 
son s Spa. 

The plane was circling at a low al- 
titude over the huge steamship when 
K was caught in a down draft caused 
by the Queen Mary travelling at a 35 
mile speed. The airplane plummeted 
into the ocean and the force of the 
impact broke it into several parts. 
The nine occupants of the plane 
managed to escape from the cabin 
and crawl onto the two pontoons. 
Wincapaw and Ramsdell got onto 
one pontoon. The other seven pas- 
sengers crawled onto the other pon- 
toon. Ramsdell fell off the pon- 
toon twice and was dragged back 
each time by Wincapaw. The Exer- 
mont. which happened to be in the 
vicinity when the plane crashed, at 
c-nce launched a boat, but it w*as 
half an hour before the rescue craft 
reached the wreckage of the plane. 
Ramsdell was unconscious when 
rescued and died about an hour later 
on the Exermont. The rescue 
ship reached New York on Mondav. 

Ramsdell w*as born in Union, 
Maine. 46 years ago and came to 
Newton with his family when a do>*. 
As a youth he entered newspaper 
work with the Newton Town Crier 
and later became a reporter for the 
Boston Post in the Newton district. 
He enlisted in the 26th Division and 
served in France with the 101st 
Supply Train. Following the war he 
became engaged in newspaper pho- 
tography, and after serving as a 
photographer for the Post he en- 
gaged in aerial photography. He was 
in charge of aerial photography in 
New England for the Curtis-Wright 
Company, and became associated 
with the Fairchild Surveys, taking 
ct-rial photographs for maps and 
city surveys. 

He is survived by his widow. Mrs. 
Laura Ramsdell: a daughter, Shirley 
RamsdelfT and a sister. Mrs. Robert 
Keene of Tremont st., Newton. His 
funeral service was held on Wednes- 
day at 1137 Boylston st.. Newton 
Upper Falls, at the home of his wife’s

has adjourned. He contended that if any citizens desire to 
attend meetings of the Board and observe its deliberations and 
actions, they should have the opportunity to do so without be- 
ing kept waiting 2 or 3 hours during recesses. President Floyd 
said that the only times the Board meets in secret as a com- 
mittee of the whole is when it is absolutely necessary to do so, 
and when matters of great importance are being discussed. 
Alderman Bowen said Temperley’s motion was not necessary 
as the President of the Board has the power to call a meeting 
of the committee of the whole when he sees fit. Temperley’s 
motion did not prevail. 

The rules of the Newton Board of Aldermen specify that 
no committee shall meet after 6 o’clock on the day of a meet- 
ing except by specially granted privilege. The rules also 
specify that the Board shall not make any appropriation of 
money except when each member has received notice of such 
intended appropriation at least one day before the meeting, 
and the item shall be printed on the docket for that meeting. 
It is obvious that these rules were made to enable members 
of the Board to have knowledge of what they are consider- 
ing and of what they appropriate money for. These rules 
have been ignored for years, and increasingly so. The rules 
were made years ago when Newton Boards of Aldermen were 
composed of men prominent in business life in Boston and this 
city; men whose business experience made them realize the 
need of deliberate consideration and proper knowledge of mat- 
ters which would come before them as members of the city gov-

dashed brooks — falling from above as 
high as one could see in misty spray, 
right to side of road —to disappear an- 
tler road and run off down the beach 
into the ocean. To drive 250 miles at 
a stretch, and never leave this beach 
edge, and to see ahead cliffs nnd 
mountains and valleys filled with 
fresh green foliage, is non-tiring to all. 
Hills — yes, tremendous hills, very 
steep and winding, hut you have start- 
ed for your adventure and as this is 
the only road, you look at the hill, 
step on the gas nnd do your best to 
make it on high, then second and 
finally low, but make it you must, only 
to reach the top. draw your breath, 
admire the view and then put your 
car in second or low and start again, 
for who goes up must come down and 
if you would do it safely follow the 
dear road directions and go into com- 
pression, thus saving your brakes and 
also to prevent excessive speed for the 
hill roads are gravelly and the wheel 
grip poor, and if you attempt to slow 
up too suddenly, you surely will skid, 
and he in danger. On you go, over 
hill and dale along endless beaches 
and shore and by tremendous, glori- 
ous cliffs 200C or 3000 feet high and 
at last you reach Gaspe town, the 
heart of fishing and the key to the 
inner part of the Peninsuln. 

Here we saw, at our hotel, par- 
ties of flsherfolk who had that day 
landed 9 salmon, one a 25 pounder, 
t lie walls of the hotel were covered 
with moose and deer heads, birds of 
all types, fish. etc. 

I will not mention the name of our 
hotel for to us it was not what we 
at all were used to, but as we ar- 
rived in heavy rain nnd thunder and 
lightning we could not look around 
for better as I have since heard there 
are fine accommodations to be had at 
Gaspe. We spent the night and had 
a good breakfast, and started off for 
the best part — the high point in our 
entire trip. Perc6; 50 or so miles away 
between Gaspe and Perc6 are some 
of the toughest hills of the whole 
trip. Good roads, hard and firm, but 
winding, steep and full of hairpin 
turns and these could only be driven 
over, on low gear, and very hard at 
that. The views on these hills over 
the valleys and hills and sea are be- 
yond description but never to be for- 
gotten. The final hill to climb, be- 
fore you see the first glimpse of 
Perc6, is the hardest one to make, 
of the entire trip. Sharp drops, to 
very acute hairpin turns and then up 
you go to an incline, most difficult, 
only to run into more acute hairpin 
turns, which causes you to lose all 
speed and when around same the 
grade is very excessive and you may 
have to go into low gear to make it, 
but make it you must, but the great- 
est care is needed in driving and 
plenty of gas is consumed. 

Arriving at the top you immediate- 
ly begin a drop down toward Perc6 
and it is on this road that your first 
glimpse of the Rock and Bonaventure 
Island, the famous bird sanctuary, 
are had. 

At the foot of the hill, a sharp turn 
left, you enter the picturesque 
town of Percd filled with fine homes, 
hotels, etc. We passed through the 
town and up a new road to the top 
of the high hill behind the town, 'he 
hill being called Three Sisters, bold 
and high, on the top of which is the 
newly built log hotel and recreation 
and dining hall, and many log cabins, 
with 2 double beds and complete bath 
room for $5 per day. They are to be 
opened about July 1st and their loca- 
tion is superb. Cars having children 
in them should be most careful to 
watch the children for the grass fields 
run out to the edge of the cliffs with 
a sheer vertical drop of many hun- 
dred feet, direct to the ocean below. 

One could spend days in Perc6, vis- 
iting the Bird Sanctuary, the Rock 
and adventuring under the Cliffs but 
our time was limited so with u nice 
lunch at Three Sisters Inn, we start- 
ed out again over miles and miles of 
gravel road, very dusty and always in 
full view’ of the glorious Atlantic. 
Through village after village, follow- 
ing the road as it made its w'ay 
around deep inlets over river after 
river, wRh its covered bridges, and at 
last, to’ our bad luck, running the 
gauntlet of the fiercest rain and thun- 
der storm I ever experienced in driv- 
ing, w’e reached Campbellton, N. B., by 
crossing by ferry at Pointe-a-la-Croix, 
the Bale des Chaleurs where the 
famous Mutupedia and Restigouche 
rivers enter same. 

Our hotel, the Chateau Restigouche, 
is a fine, modern building directly op- 
posite the Railroad Station and you 
are well cared for and fed. Your car 
can be parked in the street in front 
of the hotel. 

After a night’s rest, we left early 
and over very dusty, gravel roads, 
reached Fredericton, N. B., by eve- 
ning and put up at the famous Queen 
Hotel, excellent in every way. 

The quiet of the town, its quaint 
atmosphere, its lovely cathedral, 
which \ hi should see, all are things 
to be remembered. 

Leavi i Fredericton next morning 
we ear i\ reached Bangor from there 
down the regular route through 
Align t., Lewiston, Portland and back 
to home. 

In closing and for the interest of 
the driver of a car I liuve an 8-cyclin- 
der car. Good, yes, the best tires 
should he on ull wheels. Oil must be 
carefully watched as well us your bat- 
tery. | had 3 fiats on my trip due to 
stone bruises, so carry, if possible, 2 
spares. 

No food, blankets or other equip- 
ment are needed, unless cumping is to 
he done. If you are hardy, the bath- 
ing suit can be used any time if you 
enjoy cold water. 

On my entire trip, as above outlined, 
the car consumed 125 gals, of Ethyl 
gHH and 10 quarts of oil at a total 
cost of $41. 

It was cool most of the way. Rain 
Is likely to he encountered uud provi- 
sion for sume made. 

There uro many places all along the 
route to get the best gas, but never 
allow yourself to get low on gas. Fill 
early, for it might be a long way from 
pump to pump and if you did give 
out, you would sure be up aguinst it.

When the 
tide was out the river w’as mostly foul 
smelling mud flats.

Traffic Signals 
At West Newton 


Work is underway on the system 
of traffic signals at West Newton 
square. These signals will control 
truffle at the junctions of Washington 
st. with Chestnut, Waltham and 
Watertown sts., and will be the most 
ccmpiicated and costly yet erected in 
Newton. In conjunction with the 
signals a safety island has been built 
at the junction of Washington and 
Watertown sts. The signals will 
nil be electromatically controlled and 
in addition on most of them there 
will be lever controls to be opernted 
by pedestrians. Pads, or steel bars, 
placed in the surfaces of the several 
streets will be pressed down by auto- 
mobiles passing over and will throw 
the red lights in the signals. One 
of these pads will he on the east side 
of Chestnut st. for traffic going to- 
ward Washington st. There will be 
a signal opposite Chestnut st. on 
Washington st. 

On Washington st., east of Chest- 
nut st. there will be two pads in the 
two North lanes of the roadway. 
These will be operated by traffic trav- 
elling west. On Washington st. west 
ot Waltham st. will be two pads in 
the two South roadways. These will 
be operated by automobiles going 
easterly. There will be one pad on 
Watertown st. to be operated by 
motor vehicles about to enter Wash- 
ington st. Another pad will be in 
Waltham st. for traffic approaching 
Washington st. There will be a sig- 
nal on Washington st. east of Chest- 
nut st., and another signal on Wash- 
ington st. opposite Waltham st. An- 
other signal will be at the northeast 
corner of Watertown st. where it 
joins Washington st.

Origin of Corn Unknown; 

Indians First Growers 

The origin of corn is unknown. No 
plant of It has ever been found in the 
wilds, declares n writer In the Ixjs An- 
geles Times. When the first white 
men set foot In the New world corn 
wns cultivated by the North American 
Indians on the Atlantic coast. It wns 
their main reliance on hunting trips or 
in warfare against rival tribes. They 
carried It ns parched corn in buckskin 
pouches. Often It wns their only food 
for It wns adequate. The squaws grew 
It in small fields, sufficient for each 
tribe. They were the first American 
farmers. 

Corn’s origin Is no nearer solution to- 
day thnn It wns then. Plant explorers 
hnve searched every hit of the avail- 
able wilds of the western hemisphere 
without finding a trnce or a clew. The 
average garden enthusiast’s guess is 
ns good ns that of the most noted scien- 
tist. The flrst explorers found corn 
cultivated on down to Peru and Chile. 
It is not nntlve to the United States, 
for it is easily harmed by frosts nnd 
cannot he planted enrly in the corn- 
gWiwlng states, for cold wet spring 
weather rots the seeds nnd Helds must 
be replanted. It wus, therefore, of 
more tropical origin. 


Quakers Purchase From Indians 

Original land purchases from the In- 
dians on behalf of English settlers 
were made in the fall of 1077 by com- 
missioners acting for two groups of 
Quakers, respectively from Yorkshire 
and London. Title to the lands between 
Big Timber and Oldman’s creeks, cov- 
ing the present Gloucester county, 
says tho Philadelphia Bulletin, was 
granted by Chief Mohocksey on Sep- 
tember 27, 1077, with three Swedish 
colonists— Peter Rnmbo, Lacey Cock 
and Israel Uelmes— acting as Inter- 
preters. The consideration stated In 
the deed is typical of such early trans- 
actions with the aborigines, including 
30 mutchcoats, 20 guns. 30 kettles and 
one great one, 30 pairs of hose, 20 
fathoms of dulTels (a popular cloth of 
the day), 80 petticoats, 30 narrow 
hoes, 30 bars of lead, 15 small burrels 
of powder, 70 knives, 30 Indiun axes, 
70 combs, 00 pairs of tobacco tongs, 00 
scissors, 00 tlnshaw looking-glasses, 
120 awl blades. 120 fish-hooks, 2 grasps 
of red paint, 120 needles, GO tobacco 
boxes, 120 pipes, 200 hells, 100 Jews- 
hurps and 0 anchors of rum. 


“Old Ironsides" 

The name “Old Ironsides" was an nf 
fectionate one conferred on the stanch 
frigate after her great exploits during 
the War of 1812. Her first great tri- 
umph in that war was her victory over 
and capture of the British (Juerrlere 
on August 10, 1812. Later she fought 
and took another British frigate, the 
Java, off Hie coast of South America. 
Before tho war was over she had 
beaten and taken two other frigates in 
battle, the Cyane and the Levant.
